Since our standard of living 
is composed of more leisure, we 
have more opportunity for cul- 
ture and education, better 
health, and improved standards 
of care for the very young and 
the aged. We translate industry

ISTORIANS have often neglected the role of in- 
dustrial leaders, with the result that industrial 
achievements are frequently misinterpreted. “Re- 

formers” are often given credit for popular social re- 
adjustments when, in fact, they followed the parade 
and took credit for something that had just been made 
possible by inventors and machines. 

For instance, the clamor for women’s rights in Amer- 
ica was headed by Susan B. Anthony, but at that same 
time in a mid-western city, an engineer was testing a 
miniature electric motor, that would one day find its 
way into washing machines, refrigerators, vacuum 
cleaners and other household appliances which would 
take the load off women’s backs, giving them better 
opportunities in life. 

Reformers are an earnest, sincere lot who stir up 
an awareness in society that leads to social betterment. 
But it was the scientist, laboratory technician, the re- 
searcher and production engineer who delivered women 
from the slavery of toil. 

The unchivalrous fact is that the real authors of 
emancipated womanhood were not entirely Amelia 
Bloomer, Lucy Stone and Susan B, Anthony, but in- 
ventors, like Eli Whitney, James Hargreaves and Rich- 
ard Arkwright. These men took the chore of spinning 
and weaving cloth out of the home, releasing women 
from their most time-consuming and fatiguing work. 

The pristine force behind progress lies in a direction 
that is often overlooked. This force is technology. Tech- 
nology, based on invention, development and industrial 
enterprise has been the real engineer of social reform. 
If we lead the world in steel production, we also lead 
the world in schools, parks and playgrounds, libraries, 
art museums, theaters and symphony orchestras, If we 
are tops in electric refrigerators, we are tops also in 
college attendance, book publication and contributions 
to welfare institutions. The total investment in educa. 
tional facilities in this country, for example, is so large 
that only six nations in the world have a total wealth 
exceeding what we make available for the schooling of 
our youngsters. 

We support more than a quarter of a million church 
congregations. We have 82,000,000 church members, and 
membership is increasing faster than the population. 

Those who criticize us for taking too materialistic 
a view of life frequently lose sight of the facet that our 
social and cultural, and even our spiritual gains, 


medical research projects, and 
help to the handicapped, 

The peasant in the remote unindustrial part of the 
world, who barely ekes out a living for his family, may 
be a worthy man in all respects, but his capacity to 
assist his neighbor consists primarily of exchanged 
labor, as when each helps the other with the harvest. 
Only as his own lot improves has he the means to 
offer aid, 

When we come down to bare facts, it is not dificult 
to see that we have progressed as a nation through 
adopting the practical notion of first things first, Un- 
fortunately we tend to lose sight of this fact in retro- 
spect, so that the enterpriser, the inventive genius and 
even the scientist are often remembered less favorably 
than some agitators, Many of us might have trouble 
identifying Eli Whitney, Cyrus McCormick and John 
Deere, though the accomplishments of those men revo- 
lutionized our lives, 

Though business may be out for a financial reward, 
it is no leas public-minded than the real social planner. 
Business, even more than the political leader, desires 
a full abundance for all people, if only because that 
is the condition best suited to its own prosperity. There 
is no question as to the objective—the differences arise

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only as to a choice between practical methods and in- 
effective expedients, 

Would any of our great social advances have been 
possible if our dynamic economic development had not 
supplied the means? Very few. Laws, of course, play 
a4 part in our society, and an important part. But laws 
can simply codify and formalize conditions which have 
been effected by other methods, Reform comes only 
when the tools are at hand. 

Many examples prove this assertion, The question 
of the hours and conditions of labor is one, Working 
hours in industry were once the same as those on the 
farm—dawn to dusk, Mill workers used to work 13 to 
15 hours a day, Even in the early twenties, the 12 hour 
day and the 84 hour week survived in some industries. 

Today we work 8 hours a day, five days a week. Yet, 
despite a century-long record of discussion on reduced 
working hours, the truth is that the 8 hour day became 
a reality without the aid of any law, except the act 
covering railroad workers. Some industries, such as 
steel, had urged it upon their employees long ago, 
only to have the workers reject the proposal on 
grounds that it meant “sharing the work.” 

Men realized that we could not have an eight hour 
day until we could produce more goods. As machine 
power increased, output per worker went up, and 
leisure time came as a well-earned result, No social 
reform without the concomitant technical setup could 
have accomplished any good at this time. Our progress, 
you might say, is a reward of patience with hardship 
until we got our social house in order. We are now 
reaping the reward for this early struggle. Our reward 
tomorrow will be the result of our forebearance today 
with whatever hardships still remain in our labor- 
management situation. 

For example, in 1900 with a work week of 60 hours, 
the average output per worker was about $1,800 per 
year, if we use post World War II prices. A cut to 40 
hours would have reduced this a third, or to $1,200 a 
year—little more than was produced fifty years earlier. 

Fortunately, we didn’t try to accomplish our objec- 
tive in that way. We went at it by increasing our in- 
vestment in tools and equipment, and in methods and 
processes. Between 1900 and 1950 we almost tripled 
our use of machine power, and we were rewarded with 
a gain of more than triple the output of goods per 
hour. So the decline from 60 hours to 40 hours a week 
was a natural dividend of progress. 

Take farming, for another instance, For thousands 
of years farming was done chiefly by peasants, serfs 
and slaves, and their methods in 1800 A, D. had been 
substantially unchanged since the times of Nebuchad- 
nezzar. When this country was founded it took nine 
people on the farm to feed themselves plus one city 
dweller. Today, in contrast, one man on a farm feeds 
himeelf, four city people and one person overseas, 

In the inventive environment of the early 1800's, 
change came to the farm in the shape of new tools. 
One was the iron later the steel plow, which opened 
up whole new acreages formerly lying fallow. The 
reaper was invented in 1830, replacing the laborious 
practice of cutting grain with a scythe. In that year, 
the human labor factor required to produce one bushel 
of grain was three hours and thirty minutes. By 1896, 
this had fallen to 10 minutes, and we had not yet 
come to the next great phase of development. 

Some farmers are the beneficiaries of an active lobby 
and their favor is eagerly sought by political candi- 
dates. But has the farmer’s advancement really been 
due to laws and speeches in Congress, or to the inven- 
tion and development that today enable a single trac- 
tor to plow ten acres of land in a day—as much as an 
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Thomas Edison’s Prolific Inventive Genius Stimulated 
America’s Industrial Growth. 


18th century settler could handle in months of hard. 
crushing toil? 

One of the notable inventions giving rise to a social 
change was, of all things, barbed wire. All the title 
and claim laws defining property in the Western states 
had little validity to the farmer or rancher prior to 
1875. There was no way to keep his cattle on his own 
land or the other fellow’s off, for there were no fencing 
materials at hand, Cattle ranged far and wide; the 
roundup was expensive, and the meat tough and 
stringy. Settlement of many areas was retarded, Not 
until Joseph Glidden fashioned the first barbed fence, 
taking his cue from a rosebush in his front yard, was 
it possible to develop the beef cattle business on a mass 
production basis. 

Invention, development, new ways of life, higher 
living standards for every one—that is the cycle. Our 
standard of living is, after all, no mysterious blessing 
from on high. It is the simple arithmetic of dividing 
the quantity of goods available by quantity of produc 
tive effort going into it. The quotient is the measure of 
the living standard. When we increase the supply of 
goods in its relation to productive time, we step up 
our scale of living. 

If the family breadwinner, for example, has been 
exchanging 10 hours of work each month for clothing 
for his wife, and a new development reduces the net 
cost by two hours a month, the savings become avail. 
able to the family, either for something else, for better 
quality selections, or for more clothing. 

There is little doubt as to what direction the savings 
will take; but in any event, a savings. If a family 
spends 300 hours of its income-producing time for a 
refrigerator that lasts six years, it has spent 50 hours 
a year to good advantage. But if their next refrigerator 
costs 200 hours’ labor and lasts 10 years, then the six 
free years of operation contribute to funds for other 
purposes, 

This is the way our standard of living has advanced. 
Every improvement contributing to our ease, comfort

systematic inquiry into alien subversion and espi- 
onage in the United States. Yet the story is hardly 
half told, says the 1955 review of committee activities 
submitted last month by Representative Francis E. 
Walter, (D., Pennsylvania), the committee chairman 
_in the 84th Congress. 

World-wrecking Communism still is gnawing at the 
very vitals of American life in a dozen occupational 
areas, the report begins. 

More than 3,160 pages of testimony given by 178 
witnesses from 9 states tell the story of today’s Red 
infiltration. 


cells in Manhattan, Brooklyn, and the Bronx, More 
than 500 club affiliates were named in the hearings. 

“Organized Communist conspirators have been ex- 
tremely active in the Newark, N. J. area.” 

During 1955, alone, the House Committee uncovered 
Communist vermin in nine states—New York, New 
Jersey, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, North Carolina, 
Washington, Oregon, and California, Despite the heroic 
clean-up measures of the Eisenhower administration 
since 1953, the seeds of betrayal planted in the gov- 
ernment agencies by the New Deal still prosper and 
flourish in the most important and sensitive industrial 
areas of the U. 8. A.

Shocking and breath-taking is the disclosure that 
“ten hitherto undisclosed cells of Communists were 
found to have operated within the executive and legis- 
lative branches of the Government at various times.” 

All the world knew of the Alger Hiss cell in the 
New Deal State Department; of the Harry Dexter 
White cell in the U. 8. Treasury; the William Rem- 
ington cell in the Department of Commerce. All of 
these ceaspools of treason and betrayal were revealed 
in the years 1948-50. 

But now we are told officially, the 1955 hearings 
reveal ten other celle never before mentioned in the 
public records! 

Preliminary hearings in Chicago last December laid 
the ground work for further public hearings at Wash- 
ington, in February 1956, the record of which is not 
yet available for historical analysis. 

But if ten additional Kremlin networks within the 
Federal establishment are yet to be identified, there 
should be little wonder that Communism today is 
shrieking desperately for “peaceful co-existence” on 
Capitol Hill. Happily, they will get precious little of 
either peace or co-existence from “Tad” Walter. 


For a measure of Communism’s ugly work in Amer- 
ica today, ponder these highlights from the 1955 re- 
port of the House Committee: 

“Communists have attempted to indoctrinate and 
disaffect American youth by means of Communist. 
operated summer camps.” Seven such subversive 
camps were identified—six in New York and one in 
California. 

In a second direct approach to our trusting young 
sters, the Communist Party has spawned the Labor 
Youth League, as yet another fellow-traveller front. 

“Members of the Communist Party are obtaining 
employment in New York City’s entertainment indus- 
try.” A systematic plan of infiltration has been 
launched to pollute and corrupt both radio and tele. 
vision programming with Kremlin propaganda. 

“The Communist Party has been spreading subver- 
sion in residential communities in the New York City 
area through neighberhood Communist clubs.” One 
witness identified forty-four of these neighborhood Red

“Members of 
these cells were 
without exception 
employees of the Government,” the committee reported. 

Attorney Herbert Fuchs joined the Communiat 
Party in New York in 1936, and in 1987 became an 
NLRB attorney in Washington. 

“Mr. Fuchs was instructed by the Communist 
Party to join three other lawyers employed by the 
Board in organizing a Communist cell within that 
agency.” 

That NLRB cell soon grew to 17 members, most of 
whom were lawyers charged with assembling and di- 
gesting C1O “evidence” against employers, 

During the war years, Fuchs left the NLRB to join 
the legal staff of the War Labor Board in Denver. 
There again he promptly joined the Communist cell, 
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which numbered 13 staff workers. Fuchs told the com- 
mittee last December that during his residence in 
Denver (1943-45) he knew of at least one more Red 
cell active in the Denver office of the WLB. 

Transferred back to Washington in 1946, Fuchs re- 
sumed his active membership in the old Communist 
cell in the NLRB. In this position, the committee re- 
port continues, “Mr, Fuchs testified he was required 
to conta@ Victor Perlo whenever he needed advice or 
instructions from the Communist Party.” (The Perlo 
Group was publicly identified in 1948 as one of the 
three principal Kremlin gangs operating in New Deal 
Washington (1933-45) in the heyday of the Alger Hiss- 
Harry Dexter White betrayal.) 

“During his testimony, Mr. Fuchs named as Com- 
munist Party members a total of thirty-eight individ- 
uals who had never previously been publicly identified 
before this committee as Communists.” 

Of these 38, a total of 32 had been employed by the 
NLRB; 2 had been with the Wheeler Committee of 
the Senate, investigating railroad holding companies 
(1926); and 1 each with the Works Progress Adminis- 
tration under Harry Hopkins, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, under Leon Henderson, the Department 
of Labor, under Madam Frances Perkins, and the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, 

As the record thus unfolds, overwhelming evidence 
accumulates to sustain the charge so often made by 
informed Washington observers during the New Deal 
years—“every agency of Government now has its active 
Communist cell.” 


One of the most heartless operations of American 
Communism in recent years, the committee reports, 
was the Save Our Sons Committee, set up in 1952, to 
direet Kremlin propaganda daily to the mothers and 
fathers of American boys serving in Korea. This Com- 
munist front somehow obtained the home addresses of 
thousands of American boys assigned to Korea—al- 
ways a top military secret. The Reds then mailed to 
those homes Soviet-made photos of unidentified torture 
victims of the Chinese Reds in Korea—always with the 
question, “Might this be your son?” 

The House Committee plans to explore this diabol- 
ical operation in detail during its 1956 hearings. 

“The Save Our Sons Committee continues to operate, 
with its propaganda keyed to more current issues.” 


Operation of Communist summer camps for city 
youngsters in New York and California disclosed a 
new dimension of Kremlin subversion tactics in Amer- 
ica, 

One male witness, now 21, had been sent to one of 
these camps by unknown benefactors in 1947-48. 

“The children were fed Communist propaganda in 
informal, spontaneous discussions. .. . The capitalist 
system was constantly derided in apparently casual 
talks with camp counselors ... and heavy emphasis 
was placed on the production of political pageants, and 
the singing of Communist songs, Books by Communist 
authors were recommended. ... ” 

The same witness told the committee that his first 
contact with an adult Communist front organization 
developed in 1948, when, at the solicitation of his camp 
counselor, he joined the Youth for Wallace Club, to 
help advance the presidential candidacy of Henry A. 
Wallace, former New Deal vice president, who had 
been put forward as the Kremlin candidate for the 
White House. 

The witness closed his testimony with this poignant 
observation: “When I came to Camp Kinderland in 
1947, I was no Communist. I think that primarily 
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through the influence of Camp Kinderland (Hopewell 
Junction, N. Y.) and, more specifically the influence 
of my counselor, Herbert Gutman, I did eventually be- 
come a Communist in succeeding years.” 

Thus, the systematic corruption of American youth 
is today a definite part of the Communist program in 
the U. 8, A. 


In radio and television the Communists apparently 
accomplish their most effective work for Moscow 
through the so-called “package” shows, written, direct- 
ed, and sold directly by the big advertising agencies 
and production guilds to the national chains. 

“The committee found that through these package 
shows, Communist Party members and apologists have 
been sent into the living room of the American home. 
Investigation suggests that the use of Communist en- 
tertainers has resulted from the practice of certain 
advertising agencies to close their eyes to the question 
of Communist affiliation and activities of various per- 
formers.” 

Of course, the only defense available to the audience 
is to protest vigorously and promptly to the immediate 
broadcasting station in the neighborhood, whenever 
anything smacking of deliberate anti-American propa- 
ganda comes over the air. Communism is hard at work 
in every phase of radio, television, movies, and stage. 
But if people begin to click off, or walk out on, Com- 
munist shows, the jig soon will be up for the Reds in 
the entertainment field. 

Meanwhile, every home in the land is, in some meas- 
ure, the victim of Communist infiltration in the enter- 
tainment field. In the words of the House Committee 
in its 1955 review: “Investigation uncovered a militant 
Communist fraction within the local affiliate of the 
American Federation of Television and Radio Artists 
(New York City). The Committee was able to identify 
many of the leaders of this Communist nucleus.” 

Of twenty-one witnesses heard in New York on this 
phase of the inquiry, the report concludes, “all but one 
refused to answer questions regarding their Commu- 
nist Party membership and activities.” 


The Communist Party today may be underground, 
but all the time it keeps paramount the tactic of in- 
filtrating basic industries, such as steel, automobile, 
chemical, electrical, oil, shipping. A program of “col- 
onization” is being employed, whereby young party 
members are being told to secure jobs in industrial 
plants. I consider this program one of the most danger- 
ous being conducted by the Party.—/. Edgar Hoover, 
Director of F. B. 1. 
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hower-Eden conference last month was the failure 

to agree upon the problems involving “trading 
with the enemy.” Much of the difficulty resulted from 
the British proposal that trade with Red China be 
“relaxed” in line with a liberalized list of materials 
going to Soviet Russia. 

The United States and Great Britain are on the 
brink of a psychological and political chasm, with 
public opinion on each side making demands which 
the other side utterly rejects. In this country trading 
with Red China would be “immoral” and “treach- 
erous.” In Great Britain the prevailing opinion is 
that such trade is not a question of ethics, but of ex- 


Or» OF the ominous consequences of the Eisen- 


and who favor relaxation of the trade embargoes on 
Red China and Russia as a means to that end, are 
running afoul of the prevailing American attitude and 
may pay dearly for their temerity. 

Thus far the “trading with the enemy” question has 
not become an issue between the two big parties, Sen- 
ator McClellan has been active in carrying forward 
the work begun by Senator McCarthy, Funds for the 
cost of investigation have been granted by a non-parti- 
san vote, This fact is significant, which Britons would 
do well to take into account, 

Exports of strategic goods have increased tenfold, 
it is said, since the State Department relaxed controls 
in August, 1954. These goods include heavy metal-

pediency—a matching of wits with the enemy, to de- 
termine which set of traders would profit most by bar- 
tering. The American opinion is scoffed at by Great 
Britain as “nonsense” and “hypocritical,” while in our 
country most of the people seem to regard the British 
proposal as next door to treason. It is a scheme, they 
say, to give aid and comfort to the enemy. 


Pressures of immense force are building up in each 
of these allied countries, to compel the respective gov- 
ernments to obey conflicting and irreconcilable pro- 
posals. It became evident last month that neither 
President Eisenhower nor Sir Anthony Eden could 
withstand these pressures, Their cautiously worded 
statements admitted as much, and between the lines 
it was apparent that a deadlock was unavoidable. 


In Great Britain Sir Anthony Eden is under attack 
by the powerful Labor Party, which is much less dis- 
posed to agree with American policy in Asia than Mr. 
Eden has been. One branch of the Labor Party is anti- 
American, and seems to look upon the alliance with 
America as a nuisance, It is committed to the plan 
for enlarged trade with Red China, Its demands coin- 
cide with the demands of British commercial interests 
generally. Those interests find fault with Sir Anthony 
for not opening up trade with Red China, and if he 
cannot induce the American administration to open up 
this trade, a sudden coalition of labor and commercial 
elements may overturn the Eden government, 


In this country equally powerful pressure warns 
President Eisenhower not to permit trade with Red 
China, Much of this pressure is “psychological,” based 
on resentment against the Chinese for having killed 
and tortured Americans; but it is a pressure with 
political potentiality, nevertheless, Behind it is not 
only the influence stirred up by Senator McCarthy, 
still potent in the midwest, but the attitude of Con- 
gress in approving of Senator McClellan’s investiga- 
tion of trade with the enemy. Senator McClellan is 
wholeheartedly promoting the inquiry. 

The disclosures already brought out are making this 
an issue of national and international importance in 
spite of some official efforts to harmonize the British 
and American policy. State Department officials and 
others who are zealous in behalf of internationalism 


working machinery, electric generators, electronic 
equipment, transportation materials and machine tools 
that can reproduce more tools, Heavy shipments of 
copper wire were reported from a British concern that 
was financed by American money, Arguments were 
advanced by British spokesmen to the effect that Ceylon 
was in dire straits because of the restrictions upon war 
trade, Traders in Ceylon were confident that they could 
be prosperous if permitted to sell to the Reds. 

Senator McClellan was quoted as saying that the 
easing of curbs on war trade “has been harmful to the 
security of the non-Communist world,” and that the 
refusal of certain State Department functionaries to 
co-operate with his committee was “very disturbing.” 
He added: “We understand that government officials 
are now beginning conferences on decontrolling and 
liberalizing the free world’s trade with China, Heads 
of departments of the executive branch of the govern- 
ment have thus far declined to give to the sub-commit- 
tee the names of government employees and officials 
who made recommendations and decisions, They have 
declined to make available to the subcommittee certain 
documents that the committee has requested, or to per- 
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mit the staff to review such documents, This subcom- 
mittee is determined to get that information if it is 
within ite power to do so.” 


Subsequently Herbert Hoover, Jr., Undersecretary of 
State, is said to have advised the subcommittee not to 
make a public investigation, on the ground that dis- 
closure of war trade figures might have a bad effect 
upon the relations of the allied nations. 


The committee learned that sales of aluminum had 
been made to the Soviets, but was unable to learn who 
gave permission to sell this strategic materia) to the 
enemy. Timothy ©, May, an expert in light materials 
in the Defense Department, said the information was 
“classified,” so far as he was concerned, but he vol- 
unteered the personal opinion that aluminum should 
not be sold to any Communist country. 


Senator Symington (Dem., Mo.) told committee 
members that it was common knowledge that alumi- 
num, “vital in making warplanes,” had been taken off 
the embargo list in August, 1954, and that American 
and foreign merchants had sent large shipments to 
Russia, Now it was proposed that aluminum shipments 
be granted to Red China. 


Inquiries are on foot to ascertain how much “con- 
traband” war material is going to Russia and China 
through satellite countries. The identity of American 
and foreign merchants who are engaged in war trade 
is to be made public, according to present plans, in 
order to strengthen the hands of those that are pre 
paring to make a fight in Congress to prevent exten- 
sion of war trade to Red China, 

“This deadlock between the American and British 
governments over the move to extend war trade to Red 
China is a most sinister development,” said a subcom- 
mittee member, “The pressure upon President Eisen 
hower and Secretary Dulles is increasing and almost 
too much for them to bear. Yet they know that public 
opinion in this country will not tolerate a boycott of 
Red China on the one hand and concealed trade on the 
other, The people of this country will not stand for 
extension of war trade with Red China, in my opinion, 
no matter who proposes it and no matter how strong 
the pressure from Hongkong and London may be.” 


After much delay the Commerce Department prom. 
ised to furnish to the committee the embargo list of 
strategic materials from which exceptions were granted 
to Soviet Russia in 1954, This list is now the basis of 
atudy by allied authorities on the proposal to grant 
equal concessions to Red China. 


The deadlock over trade with the enemy complicates 
other questions relating to China, such as the problem 
of defending Formosa, Canada’s proposed diplomatic 
recognition of Red China, and the inevitable demand 
that Red China shall be admitted to the United Na- 
tions and be made a permanent member of the Security 
Council in place of Nationalist China. 


The British suggestion that Quemoy and Matsu be 
handed over to Red China is explained on the ground 
that this would result in a clear 100 miles of open sea 
between the Reds and Formosa, which the United 
States fleet could easily dominate, The American posi- 
tion is that surrender of the islands would enable the 
Reds to shorten the distance between fighting forces 
and weaken Chiang Kai-shek, 

Canada is about to extend diplomatic recognition to 
Red China at the behest of England, This move is to 
be followed by a campaign to make Red China a mem- 
ber of the United Nations with a place on the Council. 

Superficially it would appear that the United States 
could easily block admission on Red China into the 
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First Freight Train Leaves Mongolian “Republic” for Pei- 
ping, China, Linking Mongolia, China and Russia. Red 
Rulers of the Three Countries Decorate Engine. 


U.N., but powerful influences operate against America 
in this respect. A majority of U. N. members favor 
war trade with both the Soviets and Red China. These 
members outnumber the Red bloc and normally sup- 
port the West in defense of freedom, but they deny 
that enlarged trade in strategic materials, when prop- 
erly supervised, injuries the western allies. American 
protests against trading with the enemy are disregard- 
ed by this segment of the U. N. Mr. Lodge, American 
Ambassador to the U. N., has not succeeded thus far 
in holding steadfast the free U. N. members against 
Kremlin and Peiping intrigues, all ultimately designed 
to promote world Communism. He could not elect Cac- 
los Romulo to be a member of the Security Council; 
and it is now hinted that the prospect of rich profits 
from war trade served as bait for the votes of delegates 
against Mr. Lodge’s candidate. Presumably these 
double-dealers will do likewise if the assembly should 
vote to admit Red China, 

If nothing but the American veto can block Red 
China’s election to supplant Nationalist China in the 
U, N. Council, as now planned, it is admitted that the 
veto will be used in spite of assurances from Mr. 
Lodge that the United States will never exercise this 
power. President Eisenhower is said to have approved 
of this assurance. Here, however, the question of Mr. 
Eisenhower’s future is thrust into the problems re- 
lating to dealings with Russia and China on one side 
and Great Britain on the other. Perhaps the issue will 
never become acute; perhaps time will decide whether 
Mr. Eisenhower or somebody else will block Red 
China’s entry into the U. N. The basic decision seems 
to be that the United States will never sit in the U. 
N. as an associate with Red China. If not by veto, 
then by withdrawal from the U. N., the American 
people will compel their government to refuse to clasp 
hands with the murderers and torturers of American 
boys. 

Thus it is made clear that Congress in opposing 
trade with the enemy is not actuated solely by fear 
that these strategic materials will increase enemy 
strength, but is trying to settle a most complicated 
series of problems affecting this nation’s allies. Cer- 
tainly it would not aid the cause of freedom if the 
present government in Great Britain should be suc- 
ceeded by the party headed by the American-baiter 
Aneurin Bevan. 


RE the public servants of the United States 

afraid to have their official acts subject to the 

review of the electorate? Is the beacon light of 
leadership to be bipartisan? Whether this is true or 
not, the fact remains that Senator George (Dem.) of 
Georgia, chairman of the powerful Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, urged on November 25, 1955, in an 
appeal for bipartisan unity on foreign policy in the 
1956 election that, “We must assure the world that 
we are capable of having a nonpartisan foreign policy 
and, regardless of who wins or loses in 1956, our for- 
eign program will go on substantially as is...” 
And this position has been approved and encouraged 
by Republican speakers high in administration lead- 
ership. 


with at least 40 other nations throughout the world, 
looking to their defense and military aid under certain 
contingencies, It is responsible further for the estab- 
lishment of at least 300 or more army, navy, and air 
bases in foreign countries. And this is in addition to 
our military commitments as a member of the United 
Nations. 

That these foreign policies involve the United States 
Government as the greatest self-appointed combative 
protector, as well as international welfare agency in 
the history of the world, is readily apparent.

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FOREIGN POLICY -- HOW PARTIES ARE BORN

Foreign policy as it now confronts the American 
people is the business of every citizen in the United 
States. It has assumed such proportions, and affects 
so vitally the entire destiny of the country, that it 
is now a case of “the tail wagging the dog.” 

This conclusion is readily apparent when we note, 
for instance, that in 1954 the total cost of the Federal 
Government was $67,772,000,000, of which $58,706,000, 
000 was spent on armaments, international affairs, 
veterans’ services and interest on the debt, and out of 
this vast sum $46,522,000,000 was spent on armaments. 
Foreign relief alone, according to figures just released 
by the Commerce Department, has cost the United 
States taxpayers more than $51 billion within the last 
10 years, in addition to which the United States Gov- 
ernment has invested $3.4 bil- 
lion in the International Bank. 


before the attack on Pearl Harbor, and some 10 
months before his “draft” for the third term, wherein 
he said in part, “These perilous days demand coopera- 

tion between us without trace of partisanship.” 
While the national elections of 1942 and 1944 saw 
the country engaged in war and no issue was made 
of foreign policy, it should be noted that on June 16, 
1943, there stemmed from the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee the Fulbright resolution which had been 
drafted in secret within the committee, It recommended 
in 51 words the policy of postwar participation by the 
United States in “the creation of appropriate interna: 
tional machinery with power adequate to establish and 
maintain a just and lasting peace.” It passed the House 
in the fall of 1943 with bipartisan support, and after 
Secretary Hull returned from 


Reports from Washington, in 
December, advised that the 
present administration in a sur 
prise policy switch has decided 
to ask Congress to vote more 
than $5 billion in foreign eco- 
nomic and military aid for next 
year. Such a request almost 
doubles the scope of the pro 
gram, which was $2.7 billion 
in the last session of Congress 
In this connection Harold Stas 
sen, close advisor to the Presi 
dent, says: “The time when for 
eign aid was an emergency pro- 
gram is a thing of the past. We 
must now regard it as an inte 
gral, permanent part of our 
policy.” 

From a military standpoint, 
foreign policy is responsible for 
the maintenance of American 
troops in 49 foreign nations, 
and treaty involvements and al. 
liances of the United States 


ny Senator George of Georgia 
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Moscow a similar resolution 
passed the Senate, In this fash- 
ion bipartisan postwar policy 
in international affairs was for- 
mulated, And the formulation 
was in the midst of World War 
Il. From this cradling such 
policy has grown to the position 
where it now seeks to dominate 
the political pattern in the 
United States, nurturing itself 
from crisis to crisis, real or 
imaginary, until it is the slogan 
of leaders in both parties 10 
years after the conclusion of 
World War II. 

These contentions and sug- 
gested policies proposing to 
place America’s foreign policy 
on @ bipartisan basis without 
adequate analysis, and sabject 
to insufficient constructive crit- 
icism by the American citizen, 
is equivalent to asking the citi- 
zens of the United States to 
abrogate their inherent rights 
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of sovereignty. Such methods of statesmanship almost 
follow the political doctrines of Niccolo Machiavelli. 

Bipartisan policy which dernands the stifling of op- 
position and inquiry into political conduct strikes at 
the very core of republican constitutional government. 
It is the core of the totalitarian state. The party sys- 
tem and constitutional government are in a shaky 
condition when the party of the opposition is either 
not strong enough or lacks the courage to discipline 
the party in power. The truth can only be obtained 
through open expression of opinion. Inefficiency in 
public servants can be expected when two-party gov- 
ernment and constructive criticism are destroyed. 

To deny a discussion and proper presentation of the 
principles involved in “foreign affairs,” “international- 
ization” and resultant American insolvency on the 
grounds of patriotism or national solidarity is to op- 
erate government upon a sham and a pretense, and 
further is not and has not been the yardstick of na- 
tional policy in the United States. For instance, the 
propriety and righteousness of the War of 1812 with 
England was seriously argued and contended against, 
both during the war and afterwards, in debates both 
in and out of Congress by the Jeffersonian Democrats 
on one hand and the Federalista on the other. The 
war with Mexico was most contentiously opposed by 
Abraham Lincoln, then a Whig member of Congress, 
and also by Clay, Webster, and Sumner, while the war 
was in progress, These men forcefully analyzed and 
debated the issues and openly criticized the policies of 
the olk administration, 

Charles Sumner in a speech at Boston, November 5, 
1846, said “the Mexican War is an enormity, born of 
slavery, base in ita object, atrocious in beginning, im- 
moral in all of its influences, vainly prodigal of treas- 
ure and life. It is a war of infamy which must blacken 
the pages of history.” And Daniel Webster the follow- 
ing day in a speech in Faneuil Hall, said, “We are in 
my opinion in a most unnecessary and therefore a most 
unjustifiable war.” During the Civil War, the greatest 
struggle in American history, Abraham Lincoln, then 
President, because of his arbitrary exercise of execu- 
tive power without approval of Congress, was repeat- 
edly called from the floor of Congress “tyrant,” “usurp- 
er,” “absolute as the Czar of Ruasia,” “an absolute ir- 
responsible, uncontrolable government; a perfect mili- 
tary despotism.” (See Patterson, Presidential Govern- 
ment in the United States, p, 66.) 

During the Spanish American War the present 
Democrat Party and its members of Congress consist- 
ently and continuously derided the Republican admin- 
istration of President McKinley and its conduct of the 
war with Spain as policies of conquest and imperialism. 
In fact, the controversy was so pronounced that it 
became the dominant issue in the campaign of 1900, 
the Democrat platform declaring in part “. . . the 
burning issue of imperialism growing out of the Span- 
ish war involves the very existence of the Republic and 
the destruction of our free institutions, We regard it 
as the permanent issue of the campaign.” 

In the presidential election of 1920 foreign policy 
was the big issue. The question was our entry into 
the League of Nations, President Wilson described it 
as a “solid referendum” on foreign policy, and it was 
not only for democratic recommendations for the fu- 
ture but also the question of taxes; war restraints 
and high prices were also involved, It is of course to be 
remembered that the plebiscite resulted in an over- 
whelming defeat of the Democrat Party and its for- 
eign policy principles, 

In this country American political history shows 
that the attempt to stifle, circumvent or ignore basic 
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issues or principles by major parties under some type 
of coalition or compromise amongst themselves so that 
the electorate is immobilized from effective expression, 
invariably results in the birth of a new party. 

In the incipient years of the Republic the attempt 
of the Federalist Party to centralize authority in the 
Federal Government, and the consequent enactment 
of the alien and sedition laws to strengthen this policy 
and eliminate opposition to party policies, resulted in 
the death and liquidation of the Federalists at the 
hands of the Jeffersonian Democrat-Republican Party. 

In 1854, because of the bipartisan policy of the 
Whigs and Democrat Parties, adequate expression to 
the doctrine of antislavery could not be presented or 
advocated by those desiring expression on that and 
kindred subjects, Thus, the present Republican Party 
was born February 28, 1854, resolving in its platform 
“to throw the old party organization to the winds and 
organize a new party on the sole basis of the non- 
extension of slavery.” 

Many feel that in the United States, with its present 
well-established two-party traditions, the creation of 
a new party is impossible. This conjecture is both 
morally and logically wrong. The success that attended 
the Jeffersonian Party can happen again. What hap- 
pened 100 years ago in the birth of the Republican 
Party can happen again. In a constitutional form of 
government, based on sovereignty in the people, ex- 
pression must be provided for the views of all of the 
people, not just some, The refusal to face vital national 
issues, to smother them in blandishments and to force 
a quarantine on public issues by a bipartisan con- 
solidation will force the birth of new parties. 


A REPUBLIC, NOT A DEMOCRACY 


T IS surprising to note how often speakers and 
writers of note, who ought to know better, refer to 
the United States as a “democracy.” It cannot too often 
be repeated that our government is not a democracy, 
but a representative republic. Ours is a democratic 
form of government, that is a popular government, but 
the word democracy, politically applied, describes a 
particular type of government, one definitely rejected 
by the framers of our Constitution. 

A democracy is a government in which the people 
exercise direct control. In a republic the people exercise 
indirect control—contro] through representatives, who 
in turn are limited in their power over the people by 
checks, balances and guarantees specifically set forth 
in our national Constitution. A republic is a govern- 
ment by deliberation through chosen leadership; a de- 
mocracy is government by impulse and passion, through 
the unrestrained mass, 

The use of the misnomer democracy as deseriptive of 
our form of government has continued to such an ex- 
tent that when Alexander Hamilton is quoted as fear- 
ing and opposing democracy as a form of government 
it is assumed that he was criticizing government by the 
people. Washington and Hamilton knew that tyranny 
by the mass is as much to be feared as tyranny by the 
individual, They were opposed to the potential form of 
tyranny known as an autocracy and that called a de- 
mocracy. They chose the golden mean of the republic, 
in which liberty and security are combined, and prog 
ress is thereby made possible. 

Those who call our government a democracy are as 
far astray as if they denominated it an autocracy, It 
is neither. It is what our forefathers deliberately de- 
creed, with the record of human experience before them 
and an opportunity to choose the best form of govern. 
ment for the new nation—a representative republic.

It was back in 1938 that the Iron Curtain of secrecy 
was first lifted by a House Committee (Dies), expos- 
ing the Communist infiltration of our government. A 
prior Committee (Dickstein) of Congress had failed to 
probe this important field in 1934, although the infil- 
tration had begun in seriousness in 1932. The Hoover 
administration, itself, cleaned house of them, only to 
see a reflow beginning under the New Deal in 1933. 

Efforts of the House Military Committee followed, 
by an investigation and exposure of Reds in the armed 
services, and that Committee’s chairman, Congressman 
May met with more serious consequences than Chair- 
man Dies who had been all but hounded. Congressman 
May was politically destroyed. 

In 1947, the Thomas Committee of the House, un- 
masked even more serious manifestations, the Soviet 
espionage ring operating in our government, this pene- 
tration reaching far up into the official policy making 
and security divisions, Thomas was likewise politically 
destroyed, but not his work. 

Each of these investigations contributed to public 
knowledge to the seriousness of the enemies’ penetra- 
tion and to the weakness of the authorities of our gov- 
ernment concerning the security of the government and 
of the welfare of the people of the United States, but 
organized interference stopped each of the House and 
Senate Committees that tackled this serious subject 
short of completion of the full exposure. 

Suicidal deaths, escapes from the country, supposedly 
natural and accidental deaths, slowdowns by court pro- 
cedures, defiances by witnesses, and laws of limita- 
tion under which a person can be held responsible fol- 
lowing his acts, plus refusal of certain authorities to 
make available documents necessary for quicker, eas- 
ier and more definite apprehension, has all contributed 
to the inability of any one Committee to do a full scale 
job. 


Lid Lifted On Red Conspiracy 


Only through the cooperation of some of the indi- 
viduals who were involved in various aspects of the 
Red infiltration, on whose minds guilt had preyed to the 
extent that they have gradually come forth has the lid 
been lifted on the Red menace. Such instances were 
those of Whittaker Chambers, Elizabeth Bentley, Louis 
Budnez, the late Paul Crouch, Joe Kornfelder, and Bel- 
la Dodd, and others, and now Dr. Herbert Fuchs, James 
Gorman and others, including a number of clever un- 
dercover agents for the FBI, who have in recent months 
heen permitted to make public their personal know!- 
edge gained while government operatives. 

Twenty-six more one-time fellow Communists on the 
federal payrolls have been identified by a witness be- 
fore the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
as that group began its hearings in the second session 
of the 84th Congress, after having had over a quarter

of a million dollars appropriated for its work by the 
House with only one dissenting vote, The lone objee- 
tion to the appropriation for the Red hunting commit- 
tee was the vote cast by Rep. Roy W. Wier, Minnesota 
Democrat. 

Previous exposures by Congress have unearthed four 
Soviet spy rings in our government, and ten or more 
Red cells, these consisting each of men and women in 
key spots in our government, and of cells in at least 
four Senate Committees, the investigations by which 
Committees were bent towards injuring American in- 
dustries and in gathering information of value to 
Soviet Russia and to the Communists of China and 
other countries, 


Some wonder why the more recent House and Sen- 
ate Committees have been so viciously denounced by 
previous government officials, by the leftist press, cer- 
tain labor unionists and professionals, and why the 
Senate and House Committees slurring industry and 
seeking essential information for Russia, were so high- 
ly praised and met with no interference, It is now evi- 
dent that the influence of these sedicious elements 
reached to higher proportions than the publie could 
ever conceive of. They kept the lid of secrecy on, and

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stifled all opposition, playing a holier than thou part, 
in their positions of trust. 

The House Committee has renewed its most recent 
probe of Reds in our government which began Septem- 
ber last after voluntary admissions by Herbert Fuchs. 
The first witness was James E. Gorham, former chief 
of the routes division of the Civil Aeronautics Board 
and a self-confessed former Communist, Gorham was 
an employee of the department when informed last 
September he would be called before the Committee 
this year. 

Gorham said he was a member of a Red cel] made 
up of staff members of the Senate Committee which 
investigated the Nation’s railroads in 1936-1938, Alger 
Hiss, John Abt, Lee Pressman and others were at the 
time on other Senate Committees, During his federal 
employment, Gorman says he was also a member of 
Red cells in the Federal Emergency Relief Agency, 
Railroad Retirement Board, Works Progress Adminis- 
tration and the Securities and Exchange Commission. 

Gorham admitted under questioning that he had 
lied to our Government during those years, when he 
swore he was not a member of the Communist l’arty. 

He says he joined the Communist Party in 1934, 
while attending Columbia University, having previous- 
ly been a member of the Socialist Party. He said he 
was recruited by Louis Lehrman and was assigned to 
an FERA faction with Barbara Best, as the leader, 
and Lawrence Elkind another member, 

His testimony has so far corroborated that of Her- 
bert Fuchs, who was fired as law professor at Ameri- 
ean University in Washington, D. C., after he coop- 
erated with the House committee by giving valuable 
information relative to others he knew of as Reds 
while employed in the Government. 

Gorham, named Fuchs, Samuel Koenigsberg, Ellis 
Olim, and Sylvia Soloff as associates in one cell. 

Referring to the underground unit in the old WPA, 
the witness named on the active list Irving Richter 
and his sister Edna, Sidney Katz, Bernard Greenberg, 
Rebecca I’fferman and Marcel Kistin, Those he linked 
with the SEC cell in our government were Meyer Na- 
igles, Koenigsberg, Mrs. Polly Bibber, Thomas Cox 
and Mr. and Mrs, Wayne Ball.

Also named as Communists in the government at 
the time he and Fuchs were members of the various 
Red cells therein, were Dr. Albert Blumberg, now on 
trial for violation of the Smith Sedition Act, and who 
at present is National Legislative Chairman of the 
Party; John Donovan, Mr. and Mrs. Henry Rhine, 
Arthur Stein, Victor Perlo, Dr, Doxey Wilkerson, 
presently head of a Communist School in New York 
Oity; Thomas Cox, Mrs. Polly Vibher, Mr. and Mrs. 
Wayne Ball, Ogden Kelly, Samuel Koenigsberg, Alfred 
Bernstein, Sylvia Soloff Steinberg, and Ellis Olin, 
who was a plant on the Senate Committee on Monop 
olies, when headed by the then Senator, now former 
President Truman, Fuchs and Gorham were them.

Committee questions, Another witness who reputedly

ter White, George Silverman, John Abt and Victor 
Perlo, an espionage ring in our government previously 
uncovered. 

Rhine held various government jobs (1933-37), then 
went with various CIO divisions, his last has been 
with the Furniture Union. 

Bertha Blair, another witness, balked at telling the 
Committee whether or not she has ever been a Com 
munist. Since leaving her government job, during 
which it has been charged she was a member of a Red 
cell therein, she has been holding a staff post in the 
National Council of Churches (formerly the Federal 
Council of Churches). 

Sylvania Soloff Steinberg, Marcell Kistin, and Henry 
Rhine all defied the House Committee. Within a two- 
hour session together they invoked the fifth-amend.

The special job of the Committee for an Effective 
Congress is to smear, intimidate and otherwise elimi- 
nate patriotic men in Congress and to bring about a 
Congress obedient to the left-wing elements in our 
country—a Congress which will rubber-stamp the 
plans for domestic Socialism and world government. 

Who is financing this outfit? Who are the hidden 
powers who direct its strategy? What ties connect it 
with a score of other organizations and activities that 
are working to subvert this country? What is the 
background of each director? Each should be asked 
to explain why he is a director and what axe he has 
to grind, Is the Committee receiving money from the 
Fund for the Republic? Are those contributing to it 
writing off the donation on their income tax returns? 
What is behind its effort to elect left-wingers to public 
office and to defeat conservatives? What underground 
connection does it have with Americans for Democratic 
Action, the CIO Political Action Committee, Reuther’s 
CIO Auto Union, Hillman’s Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers Union, the National Farmers Union, the 
Southern Conference Educational Fund, the League 
for Industrial Democracy ( (Socialist), the Southern 
Regional Council, the National Association for Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, the National Religion 
and Labor Foundation, the CIO-AFL Farmer-Labor 
Alliance and other left-wing socialistic movements, the 
efforts of which it imitates? Is the Committee a con- 
tinuation of the New Deal purge committee of 19387 

The Committee is political, and its reports, of which 
the public is not aware, reveal huge sums of money 
spent in various States. Most of its financial angels fit 
into a pattern and reside chiefly in New York City, 
Connecticut, Chicago and Los Angeles. 

An investigation should uncover the answers to 
these questions and make them public if the American 
people are to be aroused from their slumber while 
these forces march onward. 

Honest men in Congress owe it to themselves, as a 
matter of self-respect, to inquire into the personnel 
and aims of this committee which attacks those who 
are for constitutional government. Enemies of the Re- 


public are at work and are amply financed, It is high 
time that Congress expose them to public light, Pos 
sibly some citizens who lend their names to this leftist 
movement are unaware of the real purpose of its com- 
missars. If so, an investigation will serve to enlighten 


them. 


SCRAM! NEXT TO THE POWER TO TAX, THE MOST 

, important power vested in Congress is 
its authority to regulate commerce, It was the lack 
of this power that enfeebled the Confederation and 
forced the people to form the more perfect Union under 
the Constitution. Before Congress acted the country 
was paralyzed. Money was worthless, The people were 
in rebellion. The power to regulate commerce is re 
lated to the value and stability of money and credit— 
the life blood of every-day business. 

For 145 years, from 1789 until 1934, Congress per- 
formed its function in regulating commerce, and con- 
sequently the country thrived under the impetus of 
national enterprise with fair legislation, Then, in 1934, 
while the United States was whirling in the vortex of 
F. D. R.’s New Deal vagaries, the Secretary of State, 
Cordell Hull—good intentioned, but an easy man—in- 
duced a rubber-stamp Congress to transfer all control 
of foreign commerce to the State Department, on the 
ground that “free trade” would promote world peace, 
Mr. Hull had had no experience in commerce or Ameri- 
can industry, but was an enthusiast in the delusive 
theory that nations are eager to deal fairly with one 
another and that “free trade” would be the panacea 
that would bring about the millennium. 

By special deals with special friends, Mr. Holl be 
lieved he could bring down the Smoot-Hawley “robber 
tariff” and open the American market to outside trad. 
ers and thus preserve peace, since which we have had 
nothing but wars, Thus the Constitution was mutilated 
in its most sensitive part by enactment of the Trade 
Agreement laws, 

In 1947 Harry Truman, another New Deal President, 
clinging to the idea that he could nullify the Constitu. 
tion, transferred authority to revise tariff rates from 
the State Department to a group of foreign trade 
cormorants at Geneva, calling itself the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade (GATT). This group is 
composed of 35 nations, all ravenous in anticipation 
of breaking into the richest market in the world—the 
American market. Members of the group have power 
to juggle their national credit and finance in purau 
ance of schemes to get into the American market and 
take away the advantages which American producers 
and workers enjoy in their abundance of material, 
skills and high wages. This foreign trade scheme should 
be known by its right name as a Sharpers’ Combine for 
a Raid on the American Market, whose symbol is 
SCRAM. 

A suit attacking the constitutionality of the Trade 
Agreements Act of 1934 as amended is pending in the 
U, 8. Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia, 
Senator Malone of Nevada, a Republican who respects 
the Constitution, has introduced a bill to repeal the 
Trade Agreements Act of 1934 and all its amendments, 
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and to cancel all agreements entered into by the clerks 
of the State Department in the name of the President. 

Senator Malone’s bill would restore to Congress its 
rightful power to regulate commerce with foreign 
countries and thus would operate powerfully against 
foreign schemes to debase American currencies, estab- 
lish quotas and reduce tariffs that would destroy 
American industries and beggar American workers. 
This legislation is in line with the popular revolt of 
1952, when the people threw out the perverts of the 
Roosevelt-Truman era and installed Eisenhower in the 
White House. 

Not all the people’s commands have yet been com- 
plied with, as is shown by the outrageous foreign trade 
agreement schemes herein outlined. Much remains to 
be done to clean house thoroughly, which explains the 
reason why the country has prayed for Ike’s continued 
service. Benator Malone’s bill should pass, without 
waiting for the November election returns. 

Let patriotic citizens who believe in fundamental 
Americanism insist upon returning to the Constitu- 
tion,

JOBLESS AMERICANS essary that tens of 


thousands of individuals annually should be added to 
the great number of those who are now permitted to 
enter the United States, those who would enter if the 
McCarran-Walter Immigration Act were revised? Is 
the country suffering from a shortage of workers? 

In four directions the United States is asked to take 
care of foreign people at the expense of this country. 
On one hand Congress has surrendered to the Execu- 
tive its power to regulate foreign commerce, and home 
industries are now at the mercy of bureaucrats acting 
through a foreign agency at Geneva. No industry, 
heretofore protected by the American tariff law, is 
now entirely safe against ruinous competition. The 
mere threat of tariff favora to Japan has stopped in- 
vestments and help ruin the textile industry in some 
parts of New England, These are now “distress areas,” 
the unemployed of which are to be saved by alms from 
the U. 8. Treasury. Included in these textile areas 
are Lowell and Lawrence, Massachusetts; and Bidde- 
ford, Maine. In other areas where there is unemploy- 
ment, the main cause of distress has been tariff favors 
to foreign competitors, as in West Virginia, Cumber. 
land, Maryland; Seranton and Wilkes Barre, Penn- 
sylvania: Terre Haute and Vincennes, Indiana; Ta- 
koma, Washington; and other cities—62 trouble spots 
in all 

Now it is proposed that 65,000 and more additional 
immigrants, over and above the annual and special 
quotas, be admitted into the United States each year. 
These are to be added to the thousands of Americans 
who have already been made idle, largely by over- 
production and tariff favors to foreign coutries. It is 
claimed that the United States “owes a duty to dis- 
placed persons” abroad by opening our doors to a 
larger flow, even though they may not be of the highest 
type and would gradually replace American workers, 
throwing them into the ranks of the unemployed. 

The United States has not been inconsiderate of the 
displaced people of the world, It has poured billions 
of dollars of the American taxpayers’ money into the 
countries of Europe and Asia to help rehabilitate the 
people of the old Continent. The United States has 
built defenses for these countries, maintaining active 
forces, to give their people a feeling of security. Un- 
leas it is our intention to continue maintaining an 
armed force composed of several million American 
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boys throughout the world, what about the future of 
these boys when they return to America? Will they 
be confined to the lines of the unemployed that some 
of our do-gooders may absorb the obligations that are 
rightly those of the country of the would-be immi- 
grant? 

But what is the first duty of Congress? Is it not to 
obey the Constitution which is ordained to “secure 
the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity”? 
Unless the jobless Americans in the 62 distress areas 
are cared for, and until the process of creating other 
blighted areas is stopped by plugging tariff and immi- 
gration leakages, the pressure group appeal to Ameri- 
ca’s “duty” to open its doors to more unemployed im- 
migrants ought to fall on deaf ears in Congress.

trudes itself into a critical situation concerning the 
solvency of the United States. Public attention is di- 
verted from this emergency at the very time when 
action by Congress could avert the calamities that 
are threatened. The people talk of presidential candi- 
dates and White House job-chasing when their thoughts 
and actions should be directed toward conserving their 
own welfare, We refer to the necessity of adopting the 
Hoover Commission recommendations, which are aimed 
at warding off disaster. 


The United States is now committed, by debt and 
pledge, to an expenditure that may reach $700 billions. 
This figure is furnished, not only by Mr. Hoover, but 
by James A. Farley, former Postmaster-General, who 
co-operated as a member of the commission. In a recent 
address Mr. Farley, speaking as an American rather 
than as a Democrat, urgently advised Congress to act 
immediately on the 314 recommendations of the 
Hoover Commission. Only a portion of these items is 
controversial; most of them are such as any business 
man would put into effect as a matter of prudence. 


Congress has before it many projects calling for ex- 
penditures aggregating several billions of dollars, Log- 
rollers in Congress have already agreed to help one an- 
other in appropriating hundreds of millions, knowing 
in advance that much of it is to be wasted. Estimates 
for billions in foreign aid have been nearly doubled. 
Every family now owes $7,000 of the public debt, and 
is told that taxes cannot be reduced this year. 


The Defense Department shipped carloads of canned 
tomatoes to California while another branch of the 
same department shipped carloads of canned tomatoes 
from California to the east. It shipped 25,000 pounds 
of cement to Bermuda, not by water, but by air, One 
defense unit bought a supply of flashlight batteries 
sufficient to last for eight years (if the batteries do 
not go dead before that time). Another unit bought 
a 128year supply of gear drives. New hospitals are 
demanded in every congressional district while thou- 
sands of hospital beds are lying empty. Secretary 
Dulles approves of a bill to subsidize industries that 
are knocked out by foreign competitors, and he favors 
use of public money to pay the cost of transferring 
“starving workers” from blighted trade areas to other 
areas where they may find work, this to permit foreign 
products of a competitive nature to be shipped to the 
United States. The government borrows money at 3 
per cent, and then lends it at 2 per cent. 


Mr. Farley offers other examples of government 
profligacy and then asks his fellow citizens this ques- 
tion: “Are We Awake?” 


ORLD Communism, from Marx to the present 
W time, has been based upon an underlying par- 

anoid supposition. This assumption is, in part, 
the delusion that one’s failures are not due to one’s 
own shortcomings, but rather to the evil deeds of 
others, The Communist expands this in order to blame 
not only his own troubles, but also those others, on 
what he calls the “exploitation” of the worker by the 
upper class. He justifies his own sense of failure by 
asserting that he, and the masses of mankind, have 
been and are now being robbed of what he claims justly 
belongs to them, He leads others to believe that is the 


The paranoid thinker is notoriously plausible and 
notoriously untruthful. He is plausible because he 
“uses” (or rather misuses) logic, He is untruthful be 
cause his sole aim is an attempt to prove that his 
false assumptions are true. He never hesitates to dis- 
tort truth to suit his ends, People are apt to be de- 
ceived by him unless they carefully check each of his 
statements. 

The paranoid is, furthermore, an effective salesman 
of his ideas, This is true because he is not only trying 
to convince himself, but also others, that he is being 
persecuted and that he is really a great man, He

reason why they have not attained their “fair” share 
of worldly goods. In the distorted mind of the Commnu- 
nist, the fanlt lies not in himself, but in the evils of 
the so-called “owning class” and of the so-called “cap- 
italistic system” which, he claims, makes “exploita- 
tion” possible, Thus, the Communist falsely contends 
that the “capitalists” are the “oppressors” and the 
“exploiters” of the poor, 

In paranoid thinking there are present not only de- 
lusions of lurking danger, reversals and persecution, 
but also delusions of grandeur, of perfectness in tem- 
perment, in efficiency and righteousness, The Commu- 
nist follows this pattern closely. He feels that he is 
destined to be the savior of the “masses.” That he is 
right, all others wrong. This serves to soothe his deep- 
seated sense of inferiority, gives him a feeling of great 
importance and makes him think that he has a signifi- 
cant place in destiny. He believes that the “poor, 
downtrodden people” are looking to 
him and other Communists to save 
them from their “plight.” And, of 
course, he feels that since many are 
not yet aware of their “true” aims, 
it is up to him to awaken and to 
lead them in battle to violently over- 
throw the “exploiters” and the sys- 
tem of government serving as the 
“tool” and to “expropriate the expro 
priators.” 

Paranoid thinking, furthermore, 
develops more or less logically from 
its presuppositions, All cases of par- 
anoia lean heavily on the creation of 
a highly systematic, logical struc- 
ture, which attempts to demonstrate 
to the patient’s own satisfaction and 
that of others, that he is really in 
danger and is persecuted, but that 
he is in reality a great, great man. 
Needless to say, the logical structure 
is false, not only because its original 
basic assumption is false, but also 
because, in its logical development, 
there is a distortion of emphasis 
whereby a few seamy facts are picked 
out and made to appear to repre 
sent the whole picture.

speaks with great conviction and is tireless in his 
acticities to foil and destroy his “persecutors.” 

World Communism follows this paranoid path in 
great detail. It has logically rationalized ita false be 
liefs about capitalism and about the Communists as 
the “saviors” of the “masses.” It picks out the mis- 
fortunes of the comparatively few isolated cases and 
magnifies them to the point where they would seem to 
apply to the mass. It badly distorts the motives of its 
opponents and sees nothing but black evil in them and 
in the system of government that supports them. 

The Communist never hesitates to lie or to distort 
the truth whenever it fits his purpose, Communism 
particularly appeals not only to those who have be 
come embittered by reversals, but also to those shal- 
low, psendo-intellectuals who become entranced by the 
Communist’s “use of” (or rather, misuse of) logical 
thought, and to other paranoids, The pseudo-intellee- 
tual does not stop to dissect the 
Communist’s motive, or to check up 
on his charges in detail. Hence, they 
fall an easy prey to the rationalistic 
distortions of Communism, Also, be- 
cause of their superficiality, they are 
apt to have few religions and moral 
beliefs of their own. Thus, they may 
have little resistance to the deln- 
sive guile of a Communist persua- 
sionist. 

The Communist places his center 
of “truths” or “values” in the writh- 
ing, dialectical movements of mate- 
rial economic systems, instead of in 
the permanence and sublimity of 
God, Whenever this viewpoint be 
comes widespread, it causes a break- 
down of morality, In the opinion of 
some, our own country has been 
badly injured by the social-relativ- 
ism spread by the followers of the 
late Dr. John Dewey in the field of 
education, Not only does it under- 
mine the belief in the moral values 
and truths upon which our country 
has been built, but it prepares the 
ground for some form of totalitar- 
ianism. 
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Collectiviem, whether it is in the form of Socialism, 
Communism, Nazism or Fascism, always grows best 
where the soil has been prepared in advance by an un- 
dermining of the people’s belief in permanent truths 
or values. It cuts men loose from the anchorage in God 
and sets them adrift in the treacherous waters of social 
relativity where the individual soon becomes completely 
subordinated, enslaved and lost in society. 


The Marxist is very skillful in deceptively dressing 
up his theory so as to make it seem idealistic. However, 
logically speaking, he has no right to use the terms, 
“idealism,” “truth,” “values” or “ought.” His view is 
“dialectical materialism.” Everything is, for him, com- 
pletely determined by matter in motion. There is no 
place for freedom of choice in his philosophy. When 
he falsely paints his theory as being “idealistic,” he is 
flatly contradicting himself and attempting to deceive 
others, Ideals are goals that ought to be pursued. 
There is no place for an “ought” in Marxism. For it, 
everyone must do just what he does. 

The same thing applies to truths and values in gen- 
eral, These invariably involve an eught. To say that a 
man ought to pursue certain values implies that he 
is free to do so, But, the Marxist philosophy permits 
no freedom, Furthermore, “values,” “ideals,” etc, are 
ends lying in the future which act as incentives for 
our striving. In Marxism, on the contrary, nothing 
lying in the future has efficacy. For it, all of man’s 
actions are completely determined by the economic 
system within which he lives. That is, he is determined 
entirely by a push from preceding causes and is not 
enticed forward by goals lying ahead, The Commu- 
nist, as Marxist, is in no sense an idealist. He is a 
thorough-going deterministic materialist. Any ideal 
iam he may possess as a man is borrowed from non- 
Marxist philosophies and is a conscious or unconscious 
attempt to deceive himself and others. 

Instead of being idealistic, Marxism stands con. 
demned in its lowering of man to animal level, It is 
supposedly interested in providing man with food, 
shelter and clothes, but it abolishes completely from 
his life the spiritual values that have alone raised men 
above the animals. In Communism, man sells his soul 
for a mess of potage. A lack of spiritual values has 
a telling, disintegrating effect upon men in all their 
human relationships, For example, Engels sneeringly 
refers to marriage and family relationships of free 
countries as merely “bourgeoisie” institutions. He 
urged the doing away with them all and substitution 
of the community of women for the pleasure of all 
men, Children under full Communism would be 
taken over by the State for their raising and train 
ing. This clearly shows an utter disregard for the 
spiritual values present in marriage and family 
life. Marriage will be dispensed with and animal 
mating would take its place. 

One of the cries of the Communists is that the 
“capitalistic,” competitive enterprise system is evil. 
Competition, it is claimed, causes the capitalist to 
squeeze and “exploit” the worker in order that the 
capitalist may be assured of profits. We are told 
that we must get rid of the competitive system and 
substitute for it State-enterprise, to eliminate prof 
its and competition between men, It is instructive 
to watch the Communist squirm around to the 
implicit admission of the value of competition when 
he wants to get anything done—even his nefarious 
designs, He carries ft to a far greater extreme 
than Capitalism does, He asserts that competion 
is wasteful and evil in Capitalism. Flowever, he is 
not satisfied with the friendly and peaceful game- 
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type of struggle between individuals and firms, but in 
stead turns to stir up inter-class war and agitation of 
every angle he can in a battle to the death between the 
so-called “bourgeoisie” and the “proletariat.” In other 
words, to the Communist, the peaceful competition 
present in Capitalism is evil, but it is apparently legiti- 
mate, in his twisted mind, for the Communist to use 
a “no-holds-barred” struggle to the death. It is obvious 
that the type of struggle inherent in Communism is 
the warlike form that is characteristic of all totalitar- 
jianism and which uses only destructive means to 
achieve its evil ends, Capitalistic endeavor, on the 
other hand, is primarily constructive and is based on 
the consideration of all. 

The badly warped outlook of the Communist reveals 
itself in his attitude toward profits. It is wrong, he 
holds, for the capitalist to “exploit others” to earn 
profits, but it is perfectly all right for the Communists 
themselves to “exploit” those who have earned and 
acquired property. 

The paranoid pattern is present throughout the in 
ternational Communist movement, The repeated plac- 
ing of the blame upon others, for what the Reds them. 
selves have been guilty, is very evident. Whenever Rus- 
sia has laid claim to ill-treatment, it has been an al 
most certain indication of what she herself has been 
doing or has been contemplating doing to others. The 
Communist thus accuses the capitalistic countries of 
being war-mongers, when it is the Reds themselves who 
are the most blatant war-mongers on the face of the 
earth. Individualistic countries are, on the contrary, 
peace-loving. Again, the Communists accuse the Capi- 
talistic countries of being imperialists, Actually, the 
capitalist nations have for many years shown a de 
clining interest in building up empires. Communist 
Russia, on the contrary, has become an arch-imperial.- 
istic power. The Reds have accused us of mistreating 
our prisoners. This has been merely dust to blind the 
masses to the grossly inhuman and crue] treatment of 
Reds to American soldiers held by them, They loudly 
decry certain materialistic tendencies of the West, 
while the truth is that their whole aim is toward in- 
creasing material possessions, It ig true that some of 
our citizens are materialistic. However, the chief aim 
of the free peoples is the spiritual growth of individ- 
uals. We can and do produce material goods more 
successfully than any other system. However, we do 
not place emphasis upon the accumulation of physical 
possessions, The Communist thus stresses only the

The guaranteed wage idea is not new to students 
of labor. What is new, however, is the application of 
this concept to a large industry. Heretofore, the firms 
using such a system of payment have been relatively 
small, the three largest being Procter & Gamble, Nunn 
Bush Shoe Company, and George A. Hormel, meat 
packing. 

Is the guaranteed wage feasible for an industry 
such as the automobile industry, or is it a myth created 
by those who live in an economic wonderland of their

own fashioning? It is the opinion of the writer that 
the guaranteed wage is of this breed of cats. 

The March, 1955, issue of The United Automobile 
Worker asks on page eleven: “Just what will my 
Union’s Guaranteed Wage Plan do for Me?” The an- 
swer cheerily given is: “It can take furrows out of your 
forehead and make you sleep better nights. You get 
work or you get wages. You can count on regular in- 
come every week.” 

It seems likely that the intent is to transfer the fur 
rows to the foreheads of management. The writer of 
the article, an American citizen, stands four square 
for American motherhood, flag and country, the boy 
scouts, and restful sleep-filled nights. The crux of the 
whole matter may be stated in the words of one of the 
country’s humorists—‘“It ain’t ignorance that does the 
most damage, it’s knowing so much that ain’t so.” 

The plan is presented by its high priest, Walter 
Reuther, as a doctrine of honorable ancestry with a 
venerable history. Again quoting from the United 
Automobile Worker of March, 1955, page 10: 

“When the first automobiles raised a cloud of dust 
on Main Street, doubters jeered, ‘Git a horse.’ ‘It won’t 
last,’ they added, But every year after that, more cars 
appeared on the roads, a few more each year at first 
and then by the tens of thousands, 

“Horse and buggy economists raise the same cry 
about the Guaranteed Annual Wage, but it has been 
developing for the last half century, and it will work. 
No demand in labor’s history has been built on a solid 
ier rock of fact and planning than the UAW-CIO’s 
(Guaranteed Employment Plan.” 

“Because the Guaranteed Annual Wage hasn’t 
reached mass production industries until now, scoffers 
claim it is some new fandangled notion. It isn’t. The 
first Guaranteed Annual Wage plan in America was 
put into effect in 1893. Every year since then the total 
number of plans in operation has increased.” 

The shibboleth of the acceptability of an economic 
doctrine is the company it keeps. If it is surrounded 
by a company of glittering academicians of high eco- 
nomie renown, Many will seek to quaff at the cup, 
certain that the contents therein must be taken in 
generous doses, 

Two yeats ago such a company was assembled by 


Professor of Industrial Relations, Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology; and Edwin E, Witte, Professor 
of Economics, University of Wisconsin, 

Ostensibly these economic “experts” were to advise 
and criticize in the development of a plan, Although 
a picture of the panel members has appeared in labor 
literature, it is not clear as to their collective point of 
view. The obvious implication is that they favor the 
plan. One disturbing factor appears, however. The 
academic literature appearing under the names of the 
men above indicates no such agreement. This fact 
reveals the cat among the pigeons. 

Let us examine some of the fact and fantasy from 
a critical point of view: 

In 1946, according to a government survey, printed . 
herewith, there were 196 operating plans in existence. 
The workers numbered less than 100,000, This amounts 
to approximately one-fifth of one per cent of the total 
laboring force. Two-thirds of the firms had less than 
100 workers. Table I (next page) indicates the areas 
involved. The provisions of the plans vary from com-

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pany to company, Substantial restriction on amount 
of guarantee and on eligibility for participation made 
many of such plans operate like a roundabout compli- 
cated seniority plan of layoffs. 

It is apparent that the plans noted in Table I occur 
most frequently in consumer goods industries where 
the demand for the product remains relatively steady. 
In an industry with a fluctuating or seasonal demand 
for its products the guaranteed wage faces a very un- 
certain foture. If an industry can provide 52 weeks of 
work year after year because it has a constant demand 
for its products, a plan guaranteeing employment 
might be feasible. It is in such areas that guaranteed 
wage plans are found. 

In the fore part of the 20th century state bank in- 
surance worked extremely well as long as no banks 
failed. When banks began to fail the insurance plan 
collapsed too, Bo it is with the guaranteed wage in in- 
dustries given to seasonal and cyclical unemployment. 

Richard Lester, member of the panel of “experts,” 
notes that: “By changing labor from a variable to a 
fixed cost, work and wage guarantees may have other 
consequences, Like experience rating in unemployment 
compensation taxes, they tend to retard expansion by 
causing employers to stabilize their employment com- 
pensation taxes, They tend to retard expansion by 
causing employers to stabilize their employment at low 
levels. They may add significantly to the risks of busi- 
ness, thereby discouraging investment, Guaranteed em- 
ployment with uncontrolled demand for goods puts the 
cart before the horse. How serious the effects of such 
transposition might be for a particular firm would 
depend on the guarantee given and economic condi- 
tions. The financial cost of a complete guarantee might 
average 20% of total payproll for an industry like 
steel, the demand for which rests on other heavy goods 
industries and fluctuates widely over the business 
cycle, Analyses indicate that widespread application 
of guaranteed employment plans might not significant- 
ly modify the business cycle.” 

It would seem to be stating the obvious to say that 
management is against such a plan because of the 
dynamic economic conditions under which firms oper- 
ate, There are limits to which firms can go in satisfy- 
ing employee demands, 

There is yet another caution which should be ex- 
pressed, Economic theoreticians tell us that an indus- 
try composed of firms which have heavy fixed costs 
tends to be an industry where competition may ap- 
proach the cutthroat variety. Thus, with heavy fixed 
costs to meet, entrepreneurial decisions led toward in- 
creased production and price shading by all competi- 
tors, In the fleld of public utilities the heavy fixed cost 
potential has led to the government regulation of price 
and rate of return, One reason for this regulation has 
been the possibility of ruinous competition. 

The financing of a G. W. would take place through 
the medium of a trust fund built up year after year. 
Short-lived unemployment would be cared for from 
current revenues, 

A question of some cogency might well be, from 
whose pockets will this money come? The alternatives 
would seem to be the consumer through higher prices, 
the wage earner himself through lower wages, or from 
profits to the corporation owners, It is likely that al- 
ternatives 1 and or 3 are apt possibilities, Certainly 
union calculations do not include lower wage rates. 

Higher priced cars mean that the other segments 
of the economy, Le., the rest of us, pay for guarantee- 
ing auto worker wages, Thus unemployment costa are 
shifted from the auto industry. Not to be forgotten, 
however, is that the number of cars sold may be les-

sened with higher prices. The demand for cars is rela- 
tively elastic. 

To the extent that the burden of payment is borne 
by the industry (lowered profits) this will have the 
effect of lowering investment expenditures. Hansen 
(a member of panel) and Samuelson observe that: 

“During the boom, business men will be somewhat 
wary of undertaking certain doubtful marginal invest- 
ments if they expect to be unable to cut their pay roll 
when times become bad, The harmful total effects upon 
the average level of net investment over the whole busi- 
ness cycle could conceivably be greater than the in- 
crease in consumption.” 

Thus, it is not certain that guaranteeing employment 
and wages with a trust fund wil] necessarily raise the 
general level of employment, or even employment in a 
particular industry. 

It is the union contention that the firms in the 
automobile industry will be motivated to regularize 
their operations so as to avoid making wage payments 
where no work is performed. The answer to this allega- 
tion is that the causes of a business downswing are 
beyond the control of any single firm. To attribute un- 
employment on a firm level to the mere activities of 
that particular firm is to ignore the economic facts of 
life. The level of business activity is conditioned by a

During the Colonial days, on St. Patrick’s Day, the 
Americans of Irish birth, or extraction, usually at- 
tended religious services, attended dinners given in 
honor of the Saint, and attended home celebrations 
which were enlivened with dancing, singing and drink- 
ing which made every man think he was a king.

gan, an Irish Roman Catholic, was governor of the 
Province of New York from 1683-1688, During his ten- 
ure of office it is possible, but there are no records to 
substantiate the assumption, that Dongan may have 
invited a few Irishmen to dinner at the Governor’s 
house to celebrate in honor of St. Patrick. 

Be that as it may the first recorded celebration of 
Saint Patrick’s Day in America took place on March 
17, 1737 in Boston, Mass. On that day twenty-six 
Boston gentlemen and merchants gayly celebrated in 
honor of St. Patrick in a Boston tavern, They drank 
toasts to the Apostle of Ireland. They laughed and 
sang over their mugs of beer and some stronger drinks. 

To think they met merely to enjoy themselves would 
not be a correct assumption. Instead, these Protestant 
men of Irish birth, or extraction, came to discuss ways 
and means of helping needy Irish immigrants. 

For that purpose, on that day, they founded a be- 
nevolent society known as the Charitable Irish Society 
—the first Irish organization in America, 

The preamble of this commendable organization 
reads: “WHEREAS: Several Gentlemen, Merchants 
and Others, of the Irish Nation residing in Boston in 
New England, from an Affectionate and Compassionate 
concern for their Countrymen in these Parts, who may 
be reduced by Sickness, Shipwrack, Old Age, and other 
Infirmities and unforeseen Accidents, have thought fitt 
to form themselves into a Charitable Society, for the 
relief of such of their poor and indigent Countrymen, 
without any Design of not contributing towards the 
Provisions of the Town Poore in general as usual, And 
the said Society being now in its minority, it is to be 
hoped and expected, that the Gentlemen, Merchants, 
and Others of the Irish Nation, or Extraction, residing 
in, or trading in these Parts, who are lovers of Charity 
and their Countrymen, will readily come into and give 
Assistance to so laudable an undertaking; and for the 
due Regulation and Management of said Charity, the 
Society on the 17th day of March, in the year 1737, 
agrees on the following Rules and Orders.” 

To this document the twenty-six original members 
signed their names, They were Edward Alderchurch, 
Edward Allen, Thomas Bennett, Adam Boyd, James 
Clark, John Clark, William Drummond, Robert Dun- 
ean, James Egart, William Freeland, Daniel Gibbs, 


Ireland took place in 1757 at Fort William Henry on 
Lake George when under the command of Col, John 
Stark. 

Perhaps the first St. Patrick’s Day celebration an- 
nouncement is the one published in the New York Mer- 
eury on March 15, 1762, It read: “The Anniversary 
Feast of St. Patrick is to be celebrated the 17th in- 
stant, at the house of Mr, John Marshall, at Mount 
Pleasant, near the College; Gentlemen that please to 
attend will meet with the best usage.” 

The first Saint Patrick’s Day parade may have taken 
place in Boston. But the first recorded St. Patrick’s 
Day parade took place in New York in 1766. Of course 
it was nothing comparable to the parades of today. 
The New York Gazette on March 20, 1766, and the 
New York Mercury of March 24, 1766, both published 
the following account of a sort of parade: “Monday 
last being the Day of St. Patrick, tutelar Saint of Ire- 
land, was ushered in at the Dawn, with Fifes and 
Drums which produced a very agreeable harmony be- 
fore the Doors of many Gentlemen of that Nation, 
and others, 

“Many of them assembled and spent a joyous though 
orderly Evening, at the House of Mr, Bardin in thie 
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city where the following healths were drank.” The 
item then lists twenty different toasts to which the 
guests drank, They ranged from “The King and Royal 
House of Hanover,” as well as Saint Patrick, to “Our 
Noble Selves.” 

In the same year, 1766, St. Patrick’s Lodge of Ma- 
sone was organized at Johnstown, N. Y. This was the 
first masonic lodge organized west of the Hudson 
River. 

Gieorge Washington’s troops paid homage to St. 
Patrick at Valley Forge, Pa., in 1778. 

Lord Rawdon tells us that “Volunteers of Ireland 
enlisted on the royal side of the dispute, sat down 400 
strong on March 17, 1779 to a banquet in the Bowery,” 
(New York), “where the king was toasted and the 
shamrock was drowned.” 

At a meeting of the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick of 
Philadelphia, on 18 December 1781, General George 
Washington was made an honorary member of the 
Society and as the record has it; even though Wash- 
ington was “not of Lrish birth or descent he was unan- 
imously adopted as a member of the Society—thus 
making an Irishman out of him as far as it was within 
the power of the Lrish to do so.” And on January 1, 
1782, and March 17, 1782, General Washington was the 
guest of honor of the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick of 
Philadelphia. 

Now who was St. Patrick? He was the son of Cal. 
phurnius, a middle class landed proprietor of an old 
Roman family who was a Roman Decurio in Britain. 
His mother, Conchessa, was a sister of St. Martin of 
Tours, The date and place of the birth of Succeath, or 
Sucat, (Patricius, being the Roman appelative by 
which he is known), are not known with certainty. 
The year of his birth is given as 377, 387, and 389. The 
year 387 is accepted by the Catholic Church, There 
are also a number of versions on the place of his birth. 
Some say he was born near Benavem Tabernaiae. 
Others give his birthplace as Nemthur, Still others be- 
lieve he was born in Boulogn-sur-Mer, But the general. 
ly accepted place is said to be Kilpatrick on the Clyde 
(Scotland), at or near Dumbarton. 

At the age of 16 he was seized by some Irish maraud- 
ers who sold him as a slave to Milchu, a druidical high 
priest and Irish chieftain of Dalaradia (now known as 
County Antrim). 

During his six years in captivity he familiarized 
himself with the Celtic language and the Druid re- 
ligion, But, he did not forsake the Christianity of his 
father and mother, Instead he tells us that he prayed 
many times each day and that “the love of God and 
His fear increased in me more and more.” 

After he was admonished by an angel he fled from 
Ireland to prepare himself for his return. For years 
he studied at the monasteries of St. Martin and Lerins. 

Through the good offices of the Bishop of Auxerre, 
in 433, Pope St. Celestine I entrusted St. Patrick as 
the Apostle to Lreland. 

When St. Patrick landed at the mouth of the Vantry 
River, near Wicklow Head, the Irish Druids strongly 
opposed him, But he did not allow himself to become 
discouraged, Instead he bravely proceeded to the north 
of Ireland for two reasons, First, he decided to search 
for more friendly soil into which to plant the seeds 
of Christianity. And second he decided to pay the 
price of ransom to Milchu, his former master. 

As he proceeded northward to Delaradia he per- 
formed many miracles—the news of which preceded 
him. 

Before he was able to reach the home of his former 
master the old chieftain committed suicide. And_an an- 
cient document tells us that Milchu committed. this 
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THE THIRD ALTERNATIVE 


“There is no third alternative,” Nikita Khrushchev 
declared at the Twentieth Congress of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party,

The 
Communist Manifesto is not a textbook of hard-and- 
fast rules, but a guide to action. 

Far from abandoning the use of force, Khrushchev 
made it clear that force is the factor which distin- 
guishes Communists from reformers, 

We should co-exist peacefully by sticking our heads 
in the sand to avoid getting hurt. 

Communists do not think in terms of cold war or 
hot war, but one continuing war. We should mobilize 
better to meet that aggression at all times without 
regard to the temperature.—New York Oity Daily 
Mirror. 


violent act because “His pride could not endure the 
thought of being vanquished by his former slave.” 

The first Irish Chieftain which St. Patrick converted 
to Christianity was Dichu. 


When St. Patrick matched wits with the Druid 
priests and magicians before a conclave of Irish chief. 
tains at Tara, he won a great victory. Leoghaire, the 
Ard-Righ (the supreme chief or king of Ireland), was 
so thoroughly impressed by St. Patrick’s superior pow- 
ers that he gave the Saint permission to preach Chris- 
tianity throughout all Ireland. 

One day as St. Patrick was trying to explain the 
mystery of the Holy Trinity to some Irish peasants 
he plucked a shamrock and held it up for them to see. 
Then he told them that the three leaves represent the 
three persons of the Trinity. The stem, he said, repre- 
sents the Godhead and the unity of the three in one, 

During his Christian missionary work in Ireland, 
St. Patrick founded 365 churches, personally baptized 
about 12,000 persons, ordained a large number of 
priests, established a number of monasteries and con- 
vents, and he fixed the See of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Ireland at Armagh. 

In 461 St. Patrick resigned as Bishop of Armagh to 
his disciple Bengius. He then retired to Saul, near 
Downpatrick, where at the age of 106 (387-493), he 
died on March 17, 493, 


Neb., burned to the ground. With it burned the 
manuscript of a book, which the proprietor of 
the hotel had been writing. Although the loss of the 
hotel virtually wiped out the hotel man’s shrinking 
fortune, it was the destruction of the manuscript that 
particularly grieved him. Into it had gone years of 
painstaking research and many hours of writing effort. 
His book had been about “Success and How to At 
tain It,” and now at 42, the writer was a financial 
wreck. 

But Orison Swett Marden, poking through the 
smouldering ashes of his hotel, did not allow his mind 
to dwell on the irony of the situation. In fact, it may 
never have occurred to him that if he rewrote the

burnt book, some people would be sure to comment 
cynically: “What does that poor bankrupt know about 
success ?” 

He was a man of strong determination and staunch 
self-confidence. Left an orphan at the age of seven, 
he had earned his way through college by waiting 
tables and doing other odd jobs. And by hard work 
and wise investments, he had accumulated approxi 
mately $20,000 before completing his college training. 

While earning his way as a student, he had pur- 
chased an old run-down hotel on Block Island, off New 
port, R. I. By enlarging the hotel and promoting it 
and the entire resort area by enterprising publicity, 
he had turned this into a highly profitable investment. 

For awhile it looked as if he might become one of 
the most successful hotel men of his day, and he 
splurged, buying four hotels in the Midwest, including 
the Midway in Nebraska. 

Nebraska was booming during the early nineties, 
and Marden moved to Kearney, where he became the 
proprietor of the Palmer House and the Grand Island, 
as well as the Midway. 

Local people began calling him “Lucky” Marden, 
and in Kearney he soon distinguished himself as a 
civic leader and popular speaker. But while he was 
making this excellent impression as a personification 
of success, his financial reverses began. It was a pre- 
lude to the terrible depression and panic of 1893-94. 
In all of the major cities of America, there were long 
lines of unemployed waiting in front of soup kitchens 
to be fed, and as these lines lengthened, the hotel busi 
ness declined. 

In Kearney, Marden’s reversal of fortune had been 
sufficiently dramatic to attract attention, Watching 
the red flames consume his Midway, many Kearney 
citizens must have wondered: “What will Lucky Mar- 
den do now?” 

If they had known, they undoubtedly would have 
believed him crazy. For almost before the embers of 
the hotel had stopped smoking, Marden had rented a 
barren room over a livery stable and was vigorously at 
work on his writing project. 


To conserve his dwindling cash reserve, he planned 
to live on $1.50 a week while he rewrote his burnt 
manuscript. Self-confidence alone enabled him to fol- 
low this program, for with many of the American peo- 
ple scarcely able to buy food, as the country’s economic 
condition grew worse, there was not much reason to 
expect them to be eager book buyers. 

Marden, however, was obsessed with his idea, What 
if the economy of the country was going to pot, his 
book would show young men how to make their dreams 
of success come true! For years he had been studying 
and analyzing the ways in which successful men had 
promoted their fortunes and triumphed over difficul- 
ties. He was convinced there must be certain fool-proof 
formulae for success and that an inspirational book 
setting forth these techniques 
would bring him both fame and 
fortune, The theme of his book 
was to be, “He can who thinks 
he can.” 

During the winter of 1892, 
Marden spent long hours 
hunched over a table in his 
bare, chilly room, above the 
livery stable, scribbling dili- 
— gently—a financial failure writ- 
ing a book on how to succeed! 

When spring came, he had 
virtually finished his labor, but he was heavily in 
debt. He tried to interest several publishers in his 
book, but they were not interested, Times were not 
propitious, they said; and others added, “How can 
people buy books when they can’t buy bread?” 

In 1893 Marden left Kearney for Chicago, where he 
obtained temporary employment as manager of the 
Park Gate Hotel during the Columbian Exposition. 
When the fair closed, he went to Boston, This was like 
coming home. In 1877 he had received his Bachelor of 
Arts degree from Boston University, and in 1882 he 
had got an M.D, from Harvard. 

With the aid of old friends, he got his book pub 
lished in 1894, It was entitled, “Pushing to the Front.” 

Despite hard times, it was an immediate success, 
The first edition was soon sold out. A secand edition 
sold swiftly, and printers were kept busy turning out

the book that told how to succeed. Eventually the 
work went through 250 editions and was translated 
into many foreign languages. In Japan and several 
other foreign countries it was used extensively in the 
public schools, 

Queen Victoria and other famous individuals of the 
day gave his book their endorsement. 

Why was this book such an outstanding success in 
a period of tight money? Undoubtedly becanse it of.- 
fered a positive philosophy and was in tune with the 
thinking of millions of people. During the great de- 
pression and panic of 1893-04 many had prayed for a 
ray of hope. Marden’s book offered that ray of sun- 
shine. Its optimistic, courageous philosophy was the 
soul-tonic the nation needed. 

Encouraged by the amazing sale of his book, Marden 
decided to establish a magazine dedicated to his credo 
of suecess, Financial backing for the project was sup- 
plied by Louis Klopsch of New York, The first issue 
of Buecess Magazine was printed in October, 1899. 
Meanwhile Marden was busy writing new books on the 
success theme, In 1896, “Rising in the World” was 
published ; in 1906, “Every Man a King”; in 1907, “The 
Optimistic Life’: in 1908, “He Can Who Thinks He 
Can”; in 1917, “Everybody Ahead”; and in 1919, “Am. 
bition and Success.” 

In 1911 he bronght ont a new and enlarged edition 
of “Pushing to the Front.” It had continued to be a 
best seller. 

In a foreword, the publishers commented, “It is 
doubtful whether any other book, ontside the Bible, 
has been the turning-point in more lives... . Before 
aman can lift himself, he must lift his thoughts.” 

The foreword continues, “It preaches the larger doc- 
trine of equality; the equality of will and purpose 
which paves a clear path even to the Presidential 
chair for a Lincoln or a Garfield, for any one who will 
pay the price of study and struggle. .. . Dr. Marden. 
in ‘Pushing to the Front,’ shows that the average of 
the leaders are not above the average of ability. They 
are ordinary people, but of extraordinary persistence 
and perseverance.” 

All of the forty books which Marden wrote were on 
this one theme, with slight variations, Thirty of them 
were translated into German and more than three mil- 
lion copies were sold, Some were translated into 
twenty-five languages, 

In seeking out the reasons why certain men achieve 
success, despite numerous obstacles, Marden inter- 
viewed Thomas A, Edison, John D. Rockefeller, An- 
drew Carnegie, Marshall Field, Alexander Graham 
Bell, Philip D. Armour, John Wanamaker, and scores 
of other notable American men and women. His book, 
“How They Succeeded,” published in Boston in 1901, 
was a compilation of these interviews. 

Setting out to apply big business methods to the 
sale of his own books, Marden founded the Success 
Company, with branch offices in Petersburg, N. Y.., 
Toledo, Ohio, Danville, I11., Oklahoma City, Okla., and 
San Jose, Calif. Sales managers in each branch office 
recruited school teachers, clergymen, and young col- 
lege students as summer vacation salesmen, and 
launched a nation-wide sales campaign by the house- 
to-house method. 

Forced to read Marden’s books in order to become 
familiar with their merchandise, many of the sales- 
men became imbued with his ambition-arousing phil- 
osophy. In Louisiana a poor boy developed into a star 
saleaman. Years later he was elected to the United 
States Senate. His name was Huey Long; and he was 
starting promotion of a nation-wide political campaign 
with the theme, “Every Man A King,” the title of one 
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< Marden‘s books, when he was assassinated, Sept. 8, 
35. 

But politicians, who hold out glowing promises of 
a Utopian world to suffering humanity, when atomic 
power will free men from hard labor and shorten the 
work-week to only a few hours, are not preaching the 
true Marden philosophy. Marden emphasized the ideal 
of individual achievement through “study and strug: 
gle.” His was the gospel of the free enterprise system, 
and the idea that “God helps those who help them- 
selves.” 

He had no use for the socialistic idea that the State 
owes every one a living and that it is sinful for a 
man to believe in the profit motive. In his time “social 
science” professors were not dedicated to reducing all 
citizens to the level of medicants. 

In his success gospel, he had voiced the keynote of 
the American Way that was to make the United States 
the inventive and industrial leader of the world. He had 
sparked one of the world’s greatest forces—the en- 
thusiasm of youth, 

Marden died on March 10, 1924 at the age of 74. 
Millions of Americans felt they had lost a personal 
friend. He may not have been a genius, as his critics 
have said, but he was right about one thing: Real 
success is not an accident, or a gift. It has to be earned.

tone gradations are made, A low energy carbon isotope 
has an estimated life of 25,000 years. Even with such 
low energy, certain precautions are necessary to pro- 
tect the artist. 

Enormous strides have been made in agriculture, The 
speed with which radioactive materials spread in plant 
life is helpful. Soybeans, for instance, were harvested 
two hours after spraying. Radioactive chemicals had 
spread through all parts of the plants. 

Already, owing to atomic energy, we have disease- 
free oats, a 30% increase in peanut yield, and progress 
in the study of oak wilt. 

Research is going on toward producing disease-free 
corn on shorter stalks with 
heavier yield. This is likely to be

natural element. This was a former “waste product” 
when uranium atoms were split, and it shoots out bil- 
lions of electrons per second. 

A new matchbox-size furnace has been designed, 
that will run refrigerator, radios, and light in a home 
for twenty years, It converts radioactive atoms into 
electricity instead of heat. 

In less than two decades since the atomic age began, 
private utilities in eastern New York and western 
Pennsylvania are among the first to use atomic en- 
ergy in homes and industries, 

Atomic Industrial Forum, Inc., a non-profit informa- 
tion clearing house, is attended by representatives of 
big corporations. More than 1,000 firms in the United 
States and Canada today use the atom already for 
peaceful and useful purposes, In North America 300 
companies are using atomic energy in radiation in- 
struments that inspect metal parts of their products. 
About 250 concerns use atomic thickness gauges to 
measure and control such coatings as paper and gal- 
vanized iron. In six years, according to John Hay 
Hopkins, president of the General Dynamics Corpora- 
tion, this industry has grown from $2 million sales 
volume to over $20 million. 

Britain has a power plant already in operation and 
expects to turn atomic energy into commercial power 
lines that will enter homes and industry, late next 
year. 

Nuclear Development Associates at White Plains, 
N. Y., have worked on a method of converting sea 
water to fresh water. They have perfected a technique 
which should cost from 30 to 80 cents per thousand 
gallons, with a plant converting 75 million gallons per 
day. This is cheering news to areas that suffer from 
water shortage. 

Even in the field of fine arts, atoms have their use. 
At Louisiana State University in Baton Ronge, re- 
searchers have begun “electron printing” which pro- 
duces accurate prints from radioactive material, Mrs. 
Caroline Durieux, one of the staff, called it the first 
use of atomic energy for artistic and esthetic purposes, 
Atomic energy is more precise and cheaper for this 
work than any other known process, No lens or nega- 
tive is involved, but invisible beta rays shoot off from 
the radioactive ink and transfer directly to the con- 
tact paper. By varying the isotopes and surfaces, fine

killers, 
The Army Quartermaster 
— Corps is working on a five year 


research project in food preser- 
vation by radiation, using a 
wide variety of foods, If successful this process should 
broaden the market for productive countries, with 
lower prices everywhere, and making greater supplies 
available to the less productive areas of the world. 

The Argonne National Laboratory in Chicago raises 
many types of plants which pick up tagged carbon 
radioactive carbon dioxide. Their food and medical 
constituents are then measured in experiments with 
living creatures to see how the body uses certain 
sugars, plasmas, and other items, 

Fertilizer research has already made strides, but 
promises, as it continues, to save farmers a still larger 
part of the $750 million yearly cost. It will also help 
fertilizer companies to apportion ingredients to meet 
needs of each crop and each area, 

In medicine alone, more lives have already been 
saved by the atom than were lost in the two atom 
explosions in Japan. Isotopes, or radioactive ele 
ments, are now in use for human betterment in more 
than 700 research institutes in the U. 8. and in 250 
research institutes in 31 countries, as well as in many 
hospitals. Isotopes give off rays that enable scientists 
to measure and trace the elements as they move 
through plant, animal or human tissues, 

One very valuable achievement has been the making

of smal) portable x-ray machines. They can go into 
disaster areas to save more lives, and even into homes 
for emergencies. 

Radioactive phosphorous has been used for some 
blood ailments, and radioactive iodine, called the 
“atomic cocktail” for some thyroid cases, These “gnid- 
ed missiles” seek out cancer and radioactive nylon 
covered “thread” can now be sewn directly into can- 
cerous tissue. 

Much attention has been attracted by the case of 11 
year old Norman Bennett of Madisonville, Kentucky, 
whose doctors were baffled by his thyroid cancer, He 
was taken to Oak Ridge Cancer Research Hospital, 
given the “atom cocktail,” and now 5 years later is 
playing with his high school basketball team. 

Cobalt, an element between iron and nickel, bom- 
barded with neutrons, becomes radioactive, and will 
provide more radiation than the world’s whole present 
supply of radium, In contrast to the deadly cobalt 
bomb, radioactive cobalt isotope-60 is a useful element 
destined to do much good in the world. It is a relative- 
ly cheap source of gamma rays, a substitute for x-ray 
or radium, 

Carbon-14 is the most useful of the isotopes and is 
being introduced into sugar and digitalis to trace ef- 
fects, in health and disease, 

Many medical subjects are still under study. Chem- 
istry of cell life and the operation of body chemistry 
are being worked on. Calcium isotopes are planned for 
repair to bone cancer damage, but are still somewhat 
endangering marrow. Radio-phosphorous is being tried 
out, to change the balance of red and white cells in 
the blood. 

The fluid volume of the body is being measured by 
tritium, the hydrogen isotope. An jodine-dye tag is 
locating brain tumors, Work is being done on radio- 
lodine in certain heart ailments by helping cancer of 
the thyroid, althongh in 15 to 20% of the casea cancer 
colonies are found to spread. It reduces thyroid activ- 
ity too high for a damaged heart. Radioactive gold is 
being tried for reducing chest and abdominal fluid, 
and atrontium for eye cancers. 

At present 600 scientists are at work applying atomic 
energy to biology, medicine, and biophysics. 

The atomic power plants in Pittsburgh and West 
Milton, N. Y., are among the best known, Though their 
power is of great predictable value, it is not yet avail. 
able at reasonable cost, 

Britain’s first plant is already functioning at Cum- 
berland, England, Packaged portable atomic reactors 
are in process, capable of furnishing light and power 
to all homes and industries in a community of 15,000 
people. This is especially important in Britain, where 
coal searcity requires speedy research. England also 
has an isotope production center at Amersham, where 
skin diseases are under study. 

Of our two giant particle accelerators, the Bevatron, 
at the University of California is the world’s most 
powerful atom smasher. A newer one at Yale will 
atudy why the bits of material disrupt when protons 
are hurled at them, 

In industry atomic tracers are used for cheaper 
and more reliable study of the wear in pistons, radiog. 
raphy of castings, and detection of impurities in dyes 
and other chemicals. 

The Atomic Energy Commission plans five more 
plants which will be experimenting with different 
methods from those already established, It is esti- 
mated we can have power plants to compete with or 
lower existing costs within 5 to 10 years, They are 
likely to go first to parts of the northwest, or New 
England—places distant from cheap fuel,

THE SOVIET PRESIDIUM 
Although its own membership has been drastic- 
ally revised in the past few years, the Central Commit- 
tee of the Soviet Communist Party has re-elected with 
out change the 11-man Presidium which in effect con 
stitutes the ruling oligarchy of Russia. 


On its face, this gives the appearance of complete 
satisfaction with all the bigwigs now making up the 
post-Stalin regime, It also suggests that the Kremlin’s 
“collective leadership” is an altogether harmonious and 
monolithic group of “equals” whose decisions are based 
on a kind of “democratic” give-and-take instead of on 
the say-so of a single omnipotent dictator. 


At the present stage of Soviet development, thi« 
could well be the fact of the matter. If so, however, it 
is a fact that may prove to be rather transitory, There 
is some reason to wonder, for example, whether Nikita 
Khrushchev—who already seems to be the most power- 
ful of the “equals”—will not in due course strive to 
don Stalin’s mantle, or whether one or another of the 
“collective leaders” will not intrigue against him and 
try to do the same thing. 

In any case, it may at least be doubted that all is 
sweetness and light among the Presidium’s members. 
A notable case in point is Foreign Minister Molotov, 
who last summer publicly berated himself for ideolog 
ical errors and who only a few days ago—at the Com 
munist Party Congress in Moscow—heard himself at 
tacked by Deputy Premier Mikoyan for having followed 
an “ossified” policy. His true status among the “equals” 
is thus very much open to question, and nobody should 
be surprised if he is unceremoniously dumped from of 
fice one of these days. 

But although there has been no change in the make- 
up of the 11-man Presidium itself, and although this 
may signify nothing more than an effort to give the 
impression of unity and stability in Moscow’s top com- 
mand, five replacements have been made among the 
Presidium’s alternate members, These members occupy 
the next highest level of Soviet authority, and the 
newly elected among them include Dmitri Shepilov, 
Pravda’s editor, who has been frequently mentioned as 
Mr. Molotov’s possible successor. More important still, 
they include Defense Minister Zhukov, whose selection 
seems to have special significance.— Washington Star.

Red Newsmen Under Investigation 


The Russian Government has agents operating out 
of its embassy in Washington and through the Soviet 
delegation to the United Nations in New York, a for- 
mer Soviet Union secret agent has told the Senate In- 
ternal Security Committee. 

The disclosure was made by Yuri Rastvorov, who de- 
fected to the west early in 1954, while on a secret 
mission to Tokyo, Rastvorov said he was a colonel] in 
the Red MVD (secret police) when he deserted. He 
also charged that “80 to 90 per cent” of the corres. 
pondents working for the Soviet news agency, Tass, 
are Communist agents. 

In recruiting their agents he said the Reds use de- 
vious means such as blackmail, threats to kill rela- 
tives in Russia and through bribes and payments de 
pending on the value of the information, 

He was asked not to name in public at the hearings 
the names of Americans he knew as having served as 
agents of the Reds, but he named a number of Russians 
who had been here gathering information. 

The former Red agent’s admissions brought on de- 
mands for an investigation of the Soviet News agency 
in the United States, two Russians of which are ac 
credited members of the Congressional Press gallery. 
A full seale hearing of the big Red news staff in the 
United States as well as activities among Russian em- 
bassy and U. N. employees is promised as this edition 
of National Republic to press. It is believed that 
a former Tass employee mentioned by Walter Steele 
editor of National Republic, before a Congressional 
Committee in 1930, is among those ordered to appear 
for questioning. 

Two Tass representatives wouldn’t talk when sub- 
peonaed and questioned by the Eastland Committee of 
the United States Senate recently, concerning them- 
selves, or concerning any possible Communist activi- 
ties or knowledge of any Soviet spies in our country.

A recipient of federal funds granted to finance the

Dr. Annette T, Rubinstein, former owner and prin- 
cipal of the Robert Louis Stevenson School in New 
York City, a Communist school, was called before the 
Senate Investigations sub-committee after it was 
learned that the school had received over a million 
dollars from the U, 8, Treasury.

Educators Lose Appeal In Red Case 


Five school faculty members in New York City have 
lost another round in their trial for alleged violation 
of the state’s Feinberg law which bans those with mem- 
bership in subversive organizations from the teaching 
profession, All five admitted having been members of 
the Communist Party. 

In their latest maneuver they sought to have former 
county judge Louis Goldstein disqualified as trial ex. 

They argued that only persons affiliated with 
the school system were qualified to sit as trial examin- 
ers. Judge Goldstein retired from the bench in 1953, 
and was appointed consultant to the school board on 
a non-salaried basis, Later he was named examiner. 

Denying the request of the teacher group he said 
lawyers were better qualified than educators to sit in 
such cases, He said “It seems clear that hearings be- 
fore such persons are far more calculated to guarantee 
the rights of the accused than hearings before persons 
whose qualifications are limited to experiences and 
training in educational matters,” 

Those involved in the trial were: Samuel 8, Cohen, 
a school principal, Miss Minerva T, Fienstein, teacher. 
clerk; Julius Nash, Irving Mauer, and Harry Adler, 
teachers. 

A Philadelphia teacher, Mrs. Goldie Watson, who 
lost her teaching job held for twenty-five years, after 
defying the House Committee investigating Commu 
nists in educational circles, is on trial for contempt 
of Congress in the District Court in Washington, D. C. 


integration Plot First Hatched 
In Moscow 


But few Americans know that the present day 
troubles sweeping throughout ten of our southern 
states, is a culmination of a meeting on the very issues 
and activities, as were dealt with in Moscow, Russia in 
August 1928. 

It was at the eighth international Congress of Com. 
munist International in Moscow in 1928, that the agi- 
tation and “programme” of the Communists was dis- 
cussed in full and laid out for action to be taken in our 
Southern States, Previously a Commission had been 
set up at the “Sixth Congress” to study the Negro 
question in the United States and to report back to 
the “EKighth Congress.” 

There is no information available in the United 
States as to who manned the special Commission of 
the “Sixth Congress,” but the National Republic is in 
possession of the proceedings of the “Eighth Congress” 
and the names of Communists present. The document 
is not a reproduction, it is an original published by 
the Communist International itself. “Comrade” Jones, 
an American Communist (probably—Jones, believed 
to be under investigation at this time), was the 
sole American-born Communist on the Red commission 
dealing with what they termed the “American Negro 
problem.” A report was made and discussed, The dele 
gate reported the American Communists had no objec 
tion to raising the issue of a plan to create “Negro 
Soviets” in our Southern States, but that “every day 
issues” were needed to bait the Negro peoples of our 
southern states to front for a Revolutionary take over. 

Many subjects around which it was believed the 
American Negro could be aroused for the Revolution, 
were discussed. One, which Jones reported would tend 
to be a sure-fire rallying slogan, was “Social Equality.” 
Since class hatred is a Communist weapon to create 
class collision, it was acknowledged by the Moscow 
delegation that it would prove an advantage to Com- 
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Patriotic Societies Meet in Annual 
Conference 


Delegates of one hundred and three patriotic, 
civic and fraternal societies composing the Amer- 
ican Coalition of Patriotic Societies meeting in 
Washington last month adopted a forceful set of 
resolutions including a number alerting Ameri- 
cans to the ever present menace of subversion 
and undermining of American institutions and 
American principles. 


Walter 8, Steele, first vice president of the 
Coalition and publisher of THE NATIONAL RE- 
PUBLIC, presided over the conference sessions 
at the Mayflower Hotel, Washington, D, C., which 
marked the twenty-sixth annual National Con- 
ference of the Coalition, which was organized in 
1929 to coordinate the efforts of the participating 
societies representing a membership of over five 
million people in behalf of patriotic issues. Mrs. 
Grace L. H. Brosseau, chairman, was absent due to 
illness. Some three hundred delegates were pres- 
ent. 


The theme of the conference, which is to be 
carried back and used throughout the year by the 
participating societies, was “Take Time to Serve 
Your Country.” In furtherance of the theme 
Coalition members are urged to take time to 
serve our country by becoming better informed 
on the issues, by “registering your voice for lib- 
erty” in organizations, governmental councils and 
at the crossroads of America, and by enlisting 
others in the fight. Col. William E,. Warner of 
Ohio, served as Resolution Committee chairman. 


Important resolution actions included a pledge 
“to resist without compromise, any relinquish- 
ment of the sovereignty of the United States un- 
der any guise; support for the principles of the 
Bricker amendment; and a recommendation that 
the Government of the United States in assertion 
of its own integrity and on behalf of Christian 
civilization sever relations with Russia. 


The Coalition, by resolution, “reasserted” its 
confidence in the MeCarran-Walter Immigration 
Act and opposed weakening amendments; it op- 
posed extension of the Refugee Relief Act, op- 
posed federal aid to education, urged the Con- 
gress to withdraw support for the International 
Labor Organization, and called upon Congress 
and the Department of Justice for a tightening 
of controls over dissemination of Communist 
propaganda. Speakers included Congressman 
Francis Walter of Pennsylvania, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
who was awarded the Coalition’s bronze Medal 
of Merit for his patriotic contributions, and Mil- 
ton Lory, past president general of the Sons of 
the American Revolution. Mr. Lory who is of 
Iowa was elected president of the Coalition for 
the ensuing year. 


Congressman Walter and the Medal of Merit 
to him were presented by Gardner Osborn of 
New York City. Milton Lory was presented by 
John Finger also of New York City.

COMMUNIST MENACE ABROAD

The world in search of peace has received little 
consulation by the news from Moscow in recent weeks 
where the bigwigs of Communism have been assem- 
bled in Congress of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union. 


Strangely enough, while supposedly a Congress of 
the political Party of the Soviet Union, the dictators 
of Red China, and of each of the (Soviets) countries 
behind the Iron Curtain were in attendance, as were 
delegates from the French, Italian Communist Parties 
and from other countries outside the Russian sphere 
of political control. This indicates that while the Con- 
gress as referred to as the Communist Party of 
Russia, is in fact, a session of the Cominform, (for- 
merly the Communist International). A message of 
greeting from the Communist Party of the United 
States, is reported to have stirred the Congress to a 
frenzy of jubilation. They are reported to have taken 
to their feet with jubilant applause, the bands blaring 
forth the Red anthem, the Internationale, 

Announced policies were both serious, and mockery, 
peace-loving, and militantly warlike. Signs of decay 
within cropped out, but promises of triumph were 
given, peaceful co-existence was accompanied with 
threats of destruction and all out retaliation. Trade 
baits were accompanied by threats of reprisals. World 
Communism is to triumph, by peace or by atomic war, 
so say the masterminds of Communist slavery. 

Stalin was buried deeper, as his challenge to pres- 
ent and future tyrants was noted. Bela Kuhn who died 
in shame, with the collapse of his Hungarian Soviet 
following world war one, was dug up, dusted off, and 
preserved for Red posterity. School textbooks are to 
be rewritten, to illiminate Stalinism, to make way for 
the glorification of new dictators to come. Lenin and 
Marx the patron saints are to be retained in glory. 
New faces must have space for their portraits to prove 
their “bigness” to the slaves, so someone had to 
make way, the goat was their dead Stalin, whom 
while living was heralded ‘“‘Long Live the Great Stal- 

Russia’s long arm of conspiracy is plaguing France, 
where the Reds made great gains in recent elections 
and hold the balance of power in the Assembly. 


Trouble still brews in Egypt where Moscow's long 
arm is stirring that country against others. It has 
reached into Africa, from where the Reds have been 
ordered out. It has reached into West Germany where 
strife is anticipated; in Norway, where spies have 
been detected; in Malaya, where they are battling 
the government; in Argentine, where dynamiting has 
recently occured; in Thailand, where fellow-travelers 
are busy; in Greece where a front with other anti- 
government parties pressed hard for political power 
in recent elections; in Italy where the government is 
veering towards friendship with Red China; in Yugo- 
slovia where Tito is said to have made agreements 
to trade with Russia to the tune of $24 million; in 
Iran where Russian spies have been arrested; in 
Korea where new buildups of Red armed forces are 
reported;, in Singapore where Red bombings are rife, 
and in Brazil where the trade bait is being nibbled at, 

Moscow is again pleading with their half-brothers, 
the Marxian Socialists in all countries to front with 
them in countries on which it has future designs. 
Russia is again pressing for a “belt of neutral coun- 


tries’’ to secure the peace of 
its Iron Curtain holdings, the 
same argument pressed so suc- 
cessfully on Franklin Roosevelt 
at Yalta to attain control over 
what are now Iron Curtain 
countries, It is holding out the 
dove of peace asking long-time : 
peace pacts, although it has a Mr. Bish 
record breaking over 1,000 such pacts during its 38 
years of power, Such a “peace pact’’ was recently 
turned down by President Eisenhower as propaganda 
or as a ruse to crush the NATO-SEATO block, 


The new Stalin of Communism, Nikita Khrushchev, 
head of the powerful Communist Party of Russia, and 
thereby headmaster of the Communists throughout 
the world, laid down this challenge in Moscow during 
the Congress, ‘The principal feature of our effort is 
the emergence of socialism from the confines of one 
country, and its transformation into a world system.” 

The so-called “new look” of the Russian Commu- 
nists dictators, which appears to be misleading many 
top heads of non-Communist governments including 
Secretary of State Dulles of the United States gov- 
ernment, is proving as much of a fake act, as the 
Smiling Campaign taken last summer by the Reds at 
the Geneva Peace Conference. There can be no real 
change in the Soviet dictators sincere attitude about 
world affairs if the master mind of world dictatorship 
of Communism hope to ever realize their dreaa: of 
world Communism and even at the recent Congress 
of the Communist Party of Russia, which in turn is 
the king pin of the world Communist forces, the head 
man of the affair, he who holds the power over that 
Communist Party, thusly the world Communist move- 
ment, and in turn the Soviet government, openly 
avowed that world Communism is yet the goal, by 
peaceful methods if possible, by war if necessary even 
to the use of the atom and H bombs, 

One week after the Soviet Communist Party Con- 
gress, a Russian Embassy attache was expelled from 
Teheran for espionage; secret documents were on him; 
he was caught in the act of receiving these from an 
Iranian Army officer, who is now facing the firing 
squad for treason. 

In our own New York City a former Russian eapi- 
onage agent, working for the NKVD of Russia, has 
stated recently that he has been an operative for the 
NKVD in American and has had numerous assign- 
ments but contacted the FBI and has secretly been 
keeping it informed. 

Indonesia recent parliamentary elections brought 
the Communists into control of 36 offices and the 
pro-Red Chinese Nationalist Party 57 seats. 

The World Federation of Trade Unions, Moscow 
controlled movement in and out beneath the Iron 
Curtain, with its largest membership in Russia, 
France, Italy and Indonesia, has been forced to move 
from Vienna, and is said to be moving its interna- 
tional headquarters into Egypt. Thialand is reported 
to be making overtures to Red China, Canada has 
made a trade deal with Russia and is looking to Red 
China for another. 

The free world is to have no peace. It must live as 
an armed camp, a camp hoping to secure peace and 
security outside Redland, but with a knockout punch 
ready if needed.

munism to stress the “Social Equality” issue, and to 
hide the slogan of a “Soviet Negro Republic” until 
after preliminary incitation, gradually easing into the 
picture the issue of the Black Soviet Republic. 

Myriads of front organizations were to follow the 
launching of the now carefully designed campaign, 
such as the Scottsboro and Herdon campaigns aimed 
at discrediting American courts and the jury system; 
followed by Share Cropper campaigns, and other racial 
agitational issues. There came into being the Scotts- 
boro and Herdon Committees, the Southern Conference 
for Human Welfare, the National Negro Congress, the 
Southern Negro Youth Congress and many other such 
movements to carry on the agitation in, as well as out- 
side the strictly Southern areas, Finally during the 
second world war the idea of the FEPC was hatched, 
this in a secret meeting in Washington, D. C., sched- 
uled to sweep into Baltimore, Buffalo, Detroit, and 
thence throughout the breadth of the land, reaching 
as far as New Mexico, California, etc, The New Deal 
extremists and fronters figured into the background of 
some of these efforts, in fact in one instance a very 
high up. Programs at invading the golf links, and 
swimming pools were included, Agitation for equal em- 
ployment on busses and street cars, in war plants, and 
the like were linked to the well planned program. 


Reds Ordered Stressing of “Social Equality” 


Here is a portion of the proceedings at the until 
now, overlooked Moscow Congress in 1928, the delegate 
from the USA “Comrade” Jones, is reporting to the 
Communist Congress: 


“We organized here at the Congress, a smal] sub- 
Committee of the Anglo-American Secretariat which 
dealt with Negro question in America, This Commis- 
sion has done a considerable amount of work, which 
is of course by no means complete, but the first steps 
were made for a real investigation of the question.” 

“This is a very important question and deserves care- 
ful study before any definite steps are taken in draw- 
ing up a programme of advancing slogans for the work 
among the American Negroes, Some comrades consid- 
er it necessary at this moment to launch the slogan of 
self-determination for the American Negroes; to advo- 
cate an independent Soviet Socialist Republic in Amer- 
ica for Negroes, There is no objection on our part on 
the principle of a Soviet Republic for Negroes in Amer- 
ica, The point we are concerned with here is how to 
organize these Negroes at present on the basis of their 
every-day needs for the revolution, The question before 
the Negroes today is not what will be done with them 
after the revolution, but what measures are we to take 
to alleviate their present condition in America.” 

“We have to adopt a programme that will take care 
of their immediate needs, of course keeping in mind 
the necessity for organizing the revolution, 

“It is not so much the question of a new programme 
but of carrying out the programme that was adopted 
by the LV and V Congresses on this question, Up until 
now nothing has been done, The central slogan around 
which we can rally the Negro masses is the slogan of 
BOCIAL EQUALITY.—( Pages 1392-1393 Communists’ 
own Proceedings of Sixth Congress of Communist In- 
ternational, held in Moscow July-August, 1928.) 

There is no charge here that the National Associa. 
tion for Advancement of Colored People, now carrying 
on the racial fight in the Southern States is at present 
either under Communist leadership, or is so dominated, 
Even though its propaganda and militancy in action is 
much in keeping with those of the Communists, it does 
not openly espouse a Negro Soviet America.

The NAACP was in fact organized prior to the 
Communist movement, having been born in 1910 and 
was originally incorporated in New York in 1911, that 
was several years prior to organized Communism, Evi- 
dence indicates that NAACP was at the time domi- 
nated by extremely leftists Marxian socialists. Fore- 
runner of NAACP was the Niagara Movement, headed 
by Dr. W. E. B. DuBois, who with Monroe Trotter, 
a Bostonian, were in turn co-founders of NAACP, fol- 
lowing which the Niagara Movement folded up. 

As early as 1920, the State of New York Legislature 
Committee, investigating seditious activities, noted the 
pro-radical tendencies of NAACP, its publication 
“Crisis”, edited by DuBois, and at the time noted the 
“close relations between the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People and the Socialist 
element among the Negroes.” 

This extreme socialist elements, was at that early 
date, according to the Legislative Report, extremely 
“pro-Soviet.” It was a coalition of the extremely left- 
wing Socialists and the [WW’s that served as the foun- 
dation for the Communist movement in the U. 8. A. 

DuBois had veered extremely from his Socialistic 
tendencies toward Communistic attitudes in so far as 
ideologies and activities are concerned, so much so that 
in 1924, R. M. Whitney, a former Associated Press 
man, wrote in his book, “Reds In America,” that 
NAACP was at that time “an agitative pro-Soviet or- 
ganization for propaganda among Negroes.” In more 
recent days it has transcended into an action group, 
taking on the cloak of a legalistic action body. 

By 1947 the leadership of NAACP, particularly 
DuBois, as a foremost leader, was found openly at- 
tacking our system of “individual initiative and un- 
limited private enterprise,” and was openly espousing 
Socialism and decrying “anti-Communist hysteria,” 
calling on his followers not to fear “being called Com- 
munists” or to be swayed by lies “printed about Rus- 
sia.” 

Communist elements had so infiltrated NAACP by 
1950, that at its 41st convention held in Boston, the 
infiltration became an open issue, splitting the delega- 
tions present from 41 states. Two delegates from Penn- 
sylvania and Connecticut, took the floor and openly 
proclaimed their membership in the Communist Party. 
Delegates from Indiana and several other states, op- 
posed a resolution designed to authorize an “investi- 
gation and study of the ideological composition and

trends of the membership and leadership of local 
branches.” What has followed in the way of action as 
a result has not been made public knowledge. But the 
co-founder of NAACP, DuBois, is known to have be 
fore and afterwards belonged to scores of direct Red 
fronts, including at least eight that after careful study 
have been labeled Communist fronts by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

The tendency of NAACP at present is to show dis- 
taste for Communists, at least in so far as national 
leadership influence is concerned, this without abhoring 
the activities of its co-founder, and it is playing, it ap- 
pears, presently to the right of the Communists, but 
still left of the center, associating with such Reu- 
therites, the American Civil Liberties Union, the 
Southern Regional Council, the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, and others more Socialistic or left- 
wing elements. 

In fact, even though the NAACP has been in the big 
money to the extent of over a half million dollars for 
each of the years 1954 and 1955, it is reported that 
funds have been given it by the Reuther Auto Unions, 
to help defray the expense of the NAACP’s Civil 
Rights Conference, this month in Washington, D. C. 

To this conference many left of the center groups 
are to share the limelight in the NAACP sponsored 
Civil Rights Parley which will attempt to strong-arm 
Congress, this an election year, into enactment of left- 
ist conceived package bill on some 21 “civil rights” 
issues. 

The present day militancy of the NAACP leadership 
in attempting to force through immediate integration 
in face of the Supreme Court’s suggested gradual inte 
gration, is subjecting the organization, if not the race 
itself, to severe criticism in not only the South, but 


likewise in the North. It is inciting the White people 
of the South to acts in some instances which it is be- 
lieved otherwise would be absent.

Plans are laid to change the status of the Origins 
act to fix 1954 as the basis instead of the earlier basis 
now specified in the law, The claim is made that this 
change will increase the annual quota by only 50,000 
Facts are that it will increase the quota to a total of 
about one half million annually. Plans are also laid to 
increase the number that would come from each of the 
worlds nations, and to permit executive pooling of the 
unused balance at the end of each year. 


What About Unemployment of Americans 


Our population increase has been enormous within 
the past few years, and the census predictions are that 
our growth to the present 167 million population shows 
a new trend of 28 million per ten year periods, There 
are 1,183,000 new voters each year, meaning that many 
new job-seekers annually. This brings up the possibility 
of work shortage, plus greatly increased unemployment 
rolls, a drain on the treasury and the taxpayers in 
event of another recession. 

We had 12 or more million on unemployment rolls 
from 1982 to 1937, with but a 130 million population. 
We have 62 trouble spots in the USA today, and there 
are thousands of men out of work in the auto industry 
due to an overproduction of cars. Reciproca] tariff 
promises to swell this number. The government is 
pledged already to take care of unemployed and ad. 
versely affected industries due to competitive imports. 
What would be the unemployed payout today, if a re- 
cession should set it? 

It is said that the business barometer indicates no 
recession in 1956, few are willing to predict beyond. 
Why should we borrow trouble? It may be noble to 
open our gates to those abroad now without chosen 
homelands, but it is another thing to open the gates 
to millions who wish merely to participate in the fruits 
of our lands, and to keep others out. There are fifty 
or more millions of people in foreign lands who would 
like to enjoy the fruits of American economy while it 
lasts, but it would last but a short time if we permitted 
the jolt of such dislocations, by permitting the fifty 
million entry. It is discrimination to break down our 
rules to make it easy for some to qualify, and yet to 
deny the entire fifty million the same ease of entry. 

To put our own people out of work so as to give 
work to those from other lands, is not going to help 
our economy. The old argument that more people con- 
sume more and thereby creates prosperity, is nonsense. 


COURTS WEAKEN SECURITY EFFORTS 


for under our efficient economy, people produce more 
than they can consume. Therefore more people produce 
more, than more people can consume, That’s our pres- 
ent problem. That’s our auto production problem to- 
day. Why force this country to State Socialism under 
the guise of humanitarianism ? 

The Congress should go slow in falling for the tear 
letting campaign to weaken our immigration laws. The 
breaking down of the socalled barriers can prove the 
breaking down of our economy. 


Communist Convictions Mount— 
Courts Weaken 


Federal courts of the country continue to be busy 
‘with cases involving indictments relative to Red activi- 
ties, and in some instances are rendering the govern- 
ment and investigating committees helpless and aiding 
the Reds by their decisions. 

However, in Ohio six Communist leaders were re- 
cently convicted of conspiring to overthrow our federal 
government, The trial was the 12th such court pro- 
ceedings under the Smith Act since the Department 
of Justice began its crackdown on Reds, 

After seven days deliberation at the conclusion of 
the three month trial a court jury in Cleveland, Ohio, 
returned guilty verdicts in the cases of Joseph Brandt, 
46, of Newark, N. J.; George Watt, 42, of New York: 
Anthony Krehmarek, 58, of Cleveland; Martin Chancey. 
47, of Cleveland; Frank O. Hashmall, 36, of New York, 
and Mrs. Lucille Bethencourt, 28, of Lorain, Ohio, all 
having operated in Ohio for the Communist Party, 
prior to indictments. 

The jury freed Robert Campbell, 48; Elvadore C. 
Greenfield, 66, and Mrs. Frieda Zucker Katz, 43, all of 
Cleveland, and Joseph Dougher, alias Joe Walsh, 58, 
of Steubenville and Lorain, although they were Com- 
munist functionaries, The indictment originally in- 
cluded eleven persons. 

Those convicted will hear sentence pronounced the 
latter part of March. 

A 37-year-old Maryland housewife, Mrs. Millie Mark- 
ison, former teacher has been found guilty of con- 
tempt of Congress in refusing to tell the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities whether she had 
ever worked for the federal government, It was the 
first conviction of its kind wherein employment by the 
federal government was used by a witness as the basis 
of possible self-incrimination. Federal Judge Edward 
M. Curran in finding the woman guilty said the ques- 
tion of self-incrimination was too remote to be used 
as a basis for invoking the Fifth amendment. 

Mrs. Markison had been identified as a Communist 
by another witness, When she was called as a witness 
and refused to answer many of the questions, the 
House Committee was investigating Reds in the field 
of education. 

The full 9-judge bench of the U. 8. Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia now has before it an 
appeal of labor leader Ben Gold, who is under one to 
three year sentence in prison for making false state- 
ments in connection with Taft-Hartley law affidavits 
required of union officials, Gold was president of the 
International Union of Fur and Leather Workers. His 
conviction was based on his affidavit that he no longer 
was a member of the Communist Party at the time of 
signing the affidavit. The appeal was not only based on 
legal arguments relative to the amount of evidence re- 
quired in such cases, but the defense attorneys also 
claimed there should have been a mistrial because F. 
B. L agents allegedly questioned a number of the 
jurors about reports that pro-Communist literature 


had been distributed to them dealing with another 
case, 

In Philadelphia a lengthy trial has been under way 
in the case of the Communist Party official, Dr. Albert 
Blumberg, accused of violating the Smith act involving 
conspiracy to advocate the violent overthrow of the 
Government, 

Lincoln K. Gerende, Maryland attorney who said 
he was formerly a CIO union secretary of a loca) at 
the Baltimore plant of Bethlehem Steel, identified Dr. 
Blumberg as secretary of the Baltimore City Com- 
munist Party in 1988 and 1939. Blumberg and wife 
were identified as Communist Party officials by Walter 
Steele editor of Nationa] Republic in 1947, 

Gerende also named Blumberg as a director of a 
Communist Party school, the object of which he said 
was “to provide education, not only to Communist 
Party members, but to any one who might be inter. 
ested in taking courses on Marxism and Leninism.” 
Blumberg is at present National Legislative Chairman 
of the Communist Party. 

Gerende said he was a party member at that time 
and was enlisted by Blumberg under the name of “Car! 
Breen.” He said he used the fictitious name because 
his wife was employed by the federal government. 
Blumberg was recently identified by another former 
Communist, who testified that Albert Blumberg be- 
longed to a Communist cell in the NRA during the 
New Deal and his pal Dr. Doxey Wilkerson, now head 
of Communist school in New York, was a member of 
a Communist cell in the government’s Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 


Matusow-Jencks Case Setbacks 


Dr. J. Minor Sullivan, 3rd, has been convicted on 
seven counts of perjury by the Mercer County Court 
at Trenton, N. J., for his testimony at the trial of the 
famous “Trenton Six,” in which the Communist Party 
played a prominent part. 

This was the case of six negroes who were accused 
of bludgeoning to death a Trenton merchant in 1948, 
The Civil Rights Congress, which is on the Attorney 
General’s subversive list, was very prominent in fund 
raising and propaganda aspects of the case, 

Dr. Sullivan, also a Negro, was deputy county physi- 
cian at the time of the arrest of the boys and waa called 
to witness their confessions, At their first trial he 
testified that the five who signed confessions appeared 
normal] when they affixed their signatures to the docn- 
ment. The six were sentenced to death, 

Under pressure by the Civil Rights Congress, a new 
trial was obtained, at which time Dr, Sullivan shifted 
his original testimony and swore that two of the boys 
appeared to have been “drugged,” and another “might 
have been” and that a fourth gave evidence of having 
been promised something. Sullivan has been active in 
National Association for Advancement of Colored 
People circles in New Jersey. 

At this trial four were acquitted but Raldolph Coop- 
er and Collins English were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, English died while serving his term and Cooper 
obtained a commutation of sentence. 

There have been two court setbacks in cases in re- 
cent weeks, The Fifth Federal Circuit Court of Ap. 
peals at New Orleans sent the contempt case of Harvey 
Matusow back to the lower court. Matusow, a former 
Communist, who has worn a coat of many colors with 
respect to his testimony in behalf of, or against Com- 
munists, was convicted of contempt at El Paso (Texas) 
in March last year. It grew out of the reversal of his 
testimony in which he swore Clinton Jencks, New Mex- 
ico labor leader, was a Communist.

and convenience has had its origin in our 
industrial development. We have, in this 
country, brought the benefits of that de- 
velopment to every home. Our venturing, 
risk-taking economy has brought an eco- 
nomic advance to our people which is the 
envy of the world 

Social gains follows economic advance 
as a matter of simple cause and effect. Eli 
Whitney's cotton gin and the textile prog- 
ress it fostered did more to free women 
from their eighteenth century servitude 
than all the suffrage agitation in history. 

Peasantry was not banished from the 
farm by agricultural reforms, but simply 
by the invention of mechanical farm equip- 
ment 

In modern times, the automobile has 
widened and enriched lives in a manner 
impossible to achieve through legislation. 
Modern machinery gave the American 
workman well deserved leisure far more 
effectively than the cry for the eight-hour 
day, for without the means, the cry would 
have been empty and unheeded. 

Now, instead of howling for an “annual 
guaranteed wage,” the worker in industry 
will do well to demand more efficiency and 
ingenuity in mechanical equipment. Ma- 
chinery has made him a man and not a 
machine

material, while we emphasize the spiritual 
and make the material a secondary instru- 
mental factor which is necessary, but not 
the all-important. The same paranoid pat- 
tern can be traced throughout practically 
every activity and thought of the Reds. 
These people are mentally sick but they 
ure sick in the highly dangerous way of a 
mad dog—a way which has led and will 
lead to untold suffering and misery among 
people throughout the greater part of the 
world. 

The Communists claim that they are 
internationalists. This is utterly false. Their 
philosophy is not inclusive, but exclusive. It 
is not built on a love for their fellow-men, 
but rather on a pathological hatred of the 
middle class. Their so-called “international- 
ism” is an offensive tool used in their 
conspiracy by their conspirators abroad, 
the fellow-travelers and _ collaborators 
throughout the world. But once trapped 
within their net extreme nationalism pre- 
vails. They scornfully reject the conception 
of the Fatherhood of God and the spiritual 
brotherhood of men. They give a great deal 
of lip-service to the welfare of men, but 
this turns out to refer only to those in 
their own closed circles. They would mur- 
der and enslave all others. They sneer at 
the inclusiveness of the great world re- 
ligions and call them the “opium of the 
people.” They would and do dispense with 
them at the earliest opportunity. Commu- 
nism is a petty, false, exclusive, paranoid 
philosophy which embraces all that man 


has recognized as evil throughout history. 

Communism is not only intrinsically 
rigid in its imposition of a mathematical 
pattern or plan upon its subjects, but its 
philosophy is also rigid in the paranoid’s 
fashion. While the Communist twists and 
turns in an opportunistic manner and, like 
Proteus, seems to change into many forms, 
yet it remains the same. There is no relax- 
ation of their delusions of persecution and 
grandeur, There is no compromise or 
“peaceful coexistence” with their enemies. 
There is no basic change in its set philos- 
ophy. Even their fellow Communists are 
to be used as mere instruments in the turns 
and twists in forwarding their aims, and 
then tossed aside or liquidated, if they dare 
deviate from the “Party Line.” 

The Communists claim that they have 
taken over the property, goods and services 
of various nations for the “people.” Actual- 
ly, however, property has been taken from 
the people and the services are managed by 
the government, which is a distatorship 
over and above the people, not an instru- 
ment of or for the people. The citizens 
are not permitted to express themselves 
about the plans of the government. Only 
in individualistic societies can the people, 
including the laborers, own and have a 
voice in management and in government. 
This is achieved through such means as 
the purchase and ownership of shares of 
stock in various industries and their can- 
didacies and votes for candidates for office 
to manage government. Individualistic so- 
cieties are operated directly or indirectly 
by the people of every walk in life. To- 
talitarian governments, on the other hand, 
take from the people their property and 
place it in the hands of a dictatorship con- 
sisting of a few self-appointed administra- 
tors subject only to their own will. 

The Marxian theory of value has many 
times been shown by various economists to 
be fallacious and utterly inadequate. The 
Marxian theme is, of course, that the ex- 
change value of any article is set and de- 
termined by the amount of time needed 
by labor to produce the article. This view 
utterly neglects the contributions made by 
those who undertake the uninsurable finan- 
cial risks, and who provide the ideas, blue- 
prints, the tools, machinery and investment 
in the raw materials of production. It com- 
pletely fails to take into account the in- 
fluence on value of the factor of demand— 
whether people want the item produced and 
if so, how much of it is wanted. It also 
overlooks the part played by the element 
of supply—how much of that particular 
product is available on the market for con- 
sumption. In general, in a truly paranoid 
fashion, Marx takes one element (labor- 
time), inflates it to the point that it be- 
comes the whole and neglects all of the 
other elements involved. 

Another present-day Communist claim is 
that the United States is completely domi- 
nated by Wall Street. This has been shown 
to be completely false by many factual 
presentations, including the book “U. S. A. 
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The Permanent Revolution” published by 
the Editors of “Fortune Magazine.” Here 
it is clearly shown that Wall Street in no 
possible way dominates the economy of the 
United States. 

The well-known Communist slogan, 
“From each according to his ability to 
each according to his needs,” puts a premi- 
um on inefficiency. Those who produce the 
most are penalized by having the most 
taken from them. Those who produce the 
least are rewarded by being given much 
more than they have earned. The efficient 
are robbed by the dictatorship to subsidize 
the inefficient and lazy workers. This levels 
all to the status of the least. This leveling 
robs the masses of incentiveness and cre- 
ates stagnation. Hence the Communist- 
State cannot operate with the efficiency of 
Individual Enterprise system of govern- 
ment. The latter places a premium on ef- 
fective, socially creative work, permitting 
the individual to raise himself above a 
common level and instilling him with an 
incentive to forge ahead. 

The above Communist slogan can be 
criticised as being immoral. Instead of be- 
ing conducive to the greatest good for the 
self, plus other selves, it leads to evil re- 
sults. 

The false “idealistic clothing and de- 
ceptive plausibility of Communist propa- 
ganda that is widely presented for public 
consumption, must not blind our people to 
the real facts. Communism stripped of its 
disguises is the incarnation of ugly, insane 
evil. It is the evil serpent of the Garden 
of Eden.

multitude of courses over which a single 

employer has no control. 

‘ One might well ask, why single out an 
industry which is subject to fluctuations 
in employment and punish it for being 
what it is? Panel member Harris com- 
ments that: “Employment is largely be- 
yond the control of the individual em- 
ployer. . . . The merit system aims to put 
it upon industries and employers that have 
unsatisfactory unemployment records. They 
are, however, least able to bear the cost; 
and the imposition of taxes based on their 
record will give the unstable or declining 
industries an additional blow.” 

It is possible that a guaranteed wage is 
a convenient weapon utilized to achieve 
higher unemployment compensation bene- 
fits and support for a government program 
to support full employment. This remains 
to be seen. 

The French have a wonderful proverb: 
“Le mieux est |’ennemi du bien”—the ab- 
solute best is the enemy of the good. A 
guaranteed wage seems to be of this vari- 
ety. To paraphrase Churchill, “Never have 
80 many demanded so much of so few.” 

The problem goes beyond the realm of 
economics. It encompasses social and gov- 
ernment policy. 


TURNING SEARCHLIGHT ON REDS

This writer stated two months ago, that the Com- 
munists of our country were, because of recent trends, 
feeling a little easier, and were thereby becoming 
gradually more bold, resulting in the gradual return 
from underground of some of their top leaders. 

Those who have served short sentences for sedition, 
feel they are now safe from the main dangers, that 
of facing the law since they now have already served 
time and can be prosecuted but once on a charge. 

In New York recently, a rally bringing a turnout 
of 3,200 Communists, many of them returned top 
notch Communists, were dined, wined, and welcomed 
back into their official posts. Two months ago, under- 
ground leaders returned to the public light in Wis- 
consin, and began activating their forces again. 
Recently, the Communists of the State of Washington, 
made bold, to come from underground, a new top 
man was appointed as chairman of the State of Wash- 
ington section, Burt Nelson, long time Communist, 
who has been absent from the scene for many months, 
is now chairman, Nelson has a college background, is 
a product of the State of Washington, especially 
known in Seattle. He has been an organizer and a 
member of the Executive Board of the Longshore- 
men’s Union, He succeeded Henry Huff, who has evi- 
dently been relegated to the background. Nelson has 
long been active on the waterfronts, as a labor union 
organizer. Appointed organizational secretary of the 
Washington section, is Milford Sutherland, a former 
Pierce County organizer. He has a college education 
too. Paul Bowen, has been appointed chairman of the 
Negro Commission for the Washington section. 


This line-up in the State of Washington, plus other 
happenings, including a recent call issued by Geo. 
Blake Charney top Communist Party official in New 
York to Communist functionaries within labor unions 
to do their utmost in helping the CIO unions raise a 
million dollars outside for aid to Westinghouse work- 
ers, and their orders to move into the South to aid 
the National Assn. For Advancement of Colored People 
in this racial strife, plus the renewed activities on 
other industrial and water fronts in New York, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, and elsewhere, indicates that the 
Communists are rapidly reactivating their machine, 
particularly on the labor and racial fronts at this time. 


Now that many of the top Reds, as before stated, 
have served time for sedition, they are busy whooping 
it up, and have a big following in same, with such 
individuals as Walter Reuther headmaster of the CIO 


Sen. Pat McNamara, of Michigan, Democrat, and 
others pressing hard in the same direction, for the re- 
peal of the anti-Communist section of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act, and the repeal of the Smith Sedition law, and 
the repeal of the McCarran-Walter Immigration act, 
under which latter some 10,000 Reds have been de- 
naturalized and deported, and of the McCarran-Walter 
National Security Act. These, plus the move of all 
leftists including Reuther and his coherts in the CIO 
to tack an amendment on to a proposed Aid to Educa- 
tion bill, preventing any grants to Southern States, 
which agitational move aids in the racial conflict in 
the country, indicates that the Red leaders learned no 
lesson from their imprisonment, but have used the 
occasion of silence while interned, to catch up on their 
Communism, rested from the usual strife, and have 
returned to public life full of fight and ideas. 


Communists took advantage of Lincoln's holiday, 
to stage a big rally in New York City, at Pythian 
Hall, in behalf of the Veterans of Abraham Lincoln 
Brigade, an organization of Communists who fought 


in the Red army of Spain, taking part in the civil 
war there several years ago. Speakers included John 
Gates, Steve Nelson, Milton Wolfe, and Dr, Edw. 
Barsky, all previously active on the Red front in Spain 
and active in Communist ranks in our own country. 

A Citizens Committee For Westinghouse Strikers has 
been formed with Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, as 
chairman, and James Patton of the leftwing National 
Farmers Union, Arthur Altermeyer, former New Deal 
Social Security Administrator, and Raymond Mce- 
Keough labor unionist as officials. 


The AF of L-CIO Federationists have announced 
the staging of a drive for $5 million dollars for polit- 
ical action in the coming elections. Their support will 
go to the leftist Democrats, eighteen Republican 
Senators and many conservative members of the 
House of Representatives have already been marked 
by the union’s big brass for liquidation from office. 
Jack Krull and James McDevitt are chairmen of the 
Political Action Committee, and Walter Reuther, 
David Dubinsky, George Harrison and David McDonald 
compose the top Committee to engineer the labor 
unions’ political fund drive. 

The Connecticut Bar Association is reported to have 
raised $10,500 for the defense lawyers in the trials 
of five top Communists of that State, 

A “Bill of Rights Fund,” of which the celebrated 
Red-fronter, Prof. Corliss Lamont is chairman, has 
alotted $1,000 to Dr. Otto Nathan of NYU, Adminis- 
trator of the late Dr. Albert Einstein's estate, $1,000 
to the defense of Steve Nelson, top Communist in 
Pittsburgh, $1,000 for the defense of eight soldiers 
threatened with dishonorable discharge, and $1,000 
to the defense of four New York City Communist 
school teachers who are fighting to retain their teach- 
ing posts. It would appear that this Fund has taken 
over where the Civil Rights Congress, discredited by 
government action against it, left off. 

Norman Thomas, Socialist Party leader states that 
it would be suicide for the Socialists to accept Russia's 
appeal for a renewed front of Socialists with Commu- 
nists throughout the world, but, he joined the demand 
for the repeal of the Smith Sedition Act and had kind 
words for certain American Communists, the event 
was an anniversary meeting in memory of Eugene 
Debs. 

Charles A. Nusser, chairman of the Communist 
Party of New Jersey, has announced his candidacy for 
Freeholder of Essex County, on a “Peoples Right" 
ticket. His campaign manager is another New Jersey 
Communist functionary, Manuel Manter. 

A birthday anniversary celebration for Wm, Z 
Foster, national chairman of the Communist Party, 
was held at Chateau Gardens, NYC. Tickets were sold 
at four leading Communist bookstores in NYC and 
Brooklyn,
